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A. nutither of f s were equipped and difpatchet 
te different parts parsley to Ra eg as well fo repel 
any fudden infult, or attack, as to punifh any open breach, 
or violation of the treaty of peace then exifting. That 
Ucftined for the Weft Indies, confifting of feven fhips of 
the line, was put under the command of vice-admiral 
Hlzier ; he was to be joined by feveral thips which were 
already in that part of the world; fo that his force, when. 
colleéted, would have appeared truly formidable to an 
enemy, even better prepared for war than the Spaniards 
at that time really were. They were probably more 
vulnerable in that quarter than in any other part of their 
pofleffions; while at the fame time the immenfe wealth and 
tiches with which thofe colonies abounded, even to 2 profu= 
fion, untravelled Europeans would fearcely credit, ap- 
peared to hold them forth as 2 greater incentive for affail- 
ants to brave the dangers of an arduous enterprize, as well 
in the hope of more effeGtually diftreffing thelr country’s 
enemiesas of amply rewardingthem(elves with theiz riches, 

‘The vice-admiral having hoifted his flag on board his 
old thip, the Bredah, of feventy guns, failed from Ply- 
mouth on the th of April; and after an indifferent paf- 
fage, during which, however, he met with no abfolute 
difafter, arrived off the baftimento’s, near Portn Pello, 
oa the 6th of June. His appearance was at once an 
abje&t both of terror and furprize. The governor, with 
much apparent alarm, immediately difpatched an. officer 
to the yice-admiral, requefting to. know the caufe of this 
very unexpeéted yifit. The latter, with much’ temper, 
Gil he cae to citort the Royal Gcores, a. large Tip 
belonging to the South Sea company, which was then in 
Porto Bello difpofing of her cargo, which was very valu- 
able, for fpecie. . The governor wifhing to be rid of 
guefts whofe prefence was extremely difagreeable, imme- 
diately took every poffible meafure to haften ber depar- 
ture, by enforcing a fpeedy payment of the dems due 
from the Spanith merchants, on account of their feveral 
purchales. ees 

As foon as all the different acéounts could be made up, 
and the money paid, the thip ix queftion was ordered out 
of the harbour to join the Britifh (uatiron ; and a fecond 
‘mefiage was-at the fame time fent, defiring the veo 

miral, 
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wilral, as his firft with had been complitd with*, to 
withdraw from before the port. Mf. Hozier coolly ah- 
Swered, he fhould continue where he was, fill farther 
orders, The better to convince the governor that hé 
was in carnelt, he ordered a fhip of the line to lay within 
gus-fhot of the ca(tle of Porte Bello, and ftriaily examined 
every veffel that went either in or out of the harbour. 
This condué in the admiral was undoubtedly fpiritéd i 
the higheft degree, and moft uncontrovertibly proved ti 
naval fuperjority of his own country. It was not, how= 
ever, of the fivallet fervice, viewed in apy other light, 
and fuch was the reftridtive tenor of his inftruétions, that 
he was prevented from following the natural impulfe of 
his own gallantry, and applying the force itfelf inftead of 
the terror of it, in the chaftifement of the enemy. 4 

Jt has been elfewhere remarked, that to prevent thé 
Spanith flota from returning to Old Spain, was the often~ 
fible caufe why this powerful fquadron Mi f3 Yong hk 
fuch an anewbeletomne climate, expofed to all the miferies 
of difeafe, furmounted by the moft dreadful and raging 
mortality. But this objeét, it is alfo at the fame tithe 
obfetved, might have been as effe@ually accomplithed by 
its continuing there three weeks only, as by its being 
ftationary for fix months, till what had at ‘firft been an 
objet of univerfal terror, became as general a theme of 
Fidicule and contempt. 

The Nike cdimlral. veturuedT-af lak: Jamaica on the 
24th of December; but to fo diftreffed a Rate was the 
Squadron reduced, that there were ftarcely men enough 
left alive to navigate it into port. The vice-admiral 
}rmediately paid every poffible attention to his fick ; and 
by this hamane exertion, added to the care and kind treat- 
then of the inhabitants, 2 confiderable number of thofe 
who lived to reach the fhore happily recovered. Fortu- 
rately for the fervice, there were at that time at Jamaica

a confiderable number of feamen out of employ, which 
afforded fo well (cafoned a recruit to the different fhips; 
that by the time the convalefcents were completely reco. 
vered, and the velfels themfelves re-cquipped, a bufinels 
which was finifhed by the end of February, the vice-ad- 
mira] was enabled to put to fea with a fquadron little de~ 
Seient in its proper compliment of men. 
' He ftood over to Carthagena, and continued cruifing in 
thofe feas till the middle of Auguft, encountering the 
fame evils he had before fo lamentably experienced, 
and without being able to render his countsy the finalleft 
of thofe benefits, which, in the eycs of fome, appear 
to counterballance misfortune. He had not in his fe~ 
cond cruife even that negative fatisfa@tion of having terri- 
fied and overawed the enemy, which he was reftrained 
from attacking ; for a veffel, with orders from Old Spain, 
arriving at the Havannah on the 8th of Augult, all the 
property belonging to the Englifh merchants, that was ia 
the power of the Spaniards, was immediately feiged. At 
Hivaunah and Vera Cruz alone, the Prince Fredericy 
a very valuable fhip belonging to the South Sea company, 
‘a frigate and four pacquet-boats, were detaincd ard con. 
demned, unde the fale pretence of reprizal. 

Admiral Hofier fpiritedly demanded their reftitution ; 
and the better to enforce compliance with his application, 
went himfelf to Vera Cruz with four hips of thé line z 
‘ut the Spaniards had in fome degree recovered from their 
firlt panic, and now peremptorily refuled te do that act of 
juftice, they flartered thcmfelves the fmall force of the

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of the immenfe expence to which the nation had been 

for the armament under his command, withont the fr 
advantage being derfyed from it, all tended to overwhelm 
with grief and defpair this brave and honeft man ; fo that 
he breathed his laft at fea, on the 23d of Augult 1727, 
dying, as it is faid, of mere chagrin, at the wanton and 
wicked deftruétion of fo many brave men, whole fate he 
could only lament, and not avert *. 

A few days before his death he was pramoted to Be 
yice-admiral of the white ; and a commiifion is faid alfe 
to have been made out, empowering the governor of Ja- 
maica to confer on him whe Honour of knighthood. His 
Promotion beating date on the 11th of Auguft, only twelve 
days before his death, he confequently did not live to 
receive either that, or the honour that was intended him 5 
but which, had he fortunately furvived to have enjoyed, 
were certainly a miferable recompenfe for his former 
anxiety and difappointment. ‘he body of this brave and 
wnfortunate man was embalmed, and buried in the ballatt 
of the fhip he commanded, in which it was afterwards 
Drought to England for interment. His misfortunes and 
merit farvived hits longer than is wfvally the cafe, either 
with the greateft or molt unhappy of mankind : and it is 
no flender teftimony of worth, when the abfence of pane- 
gyric is feclingly fupplied by compaffion. 

LAMBERT” Thomas,—-was, at the Jatter end of the. 

ear 1692, appointed fourth lieutenant of the Royal 
Sovereign. He was not advanced to the rank of captain 
in the navy till the 20th of Ogtober 1696, when he was 
appointed to the Betty, and was prefent in that ftation at 
the rather memorable engagement between commodore 
Harlow and the French fquadron, of which we have 
already.given an accountt+. He continued to command 
the Tame velfel after the peace at Ryfwic, and in 1698

LONG, Thomas yt appointed third lieutenant of 
the Dutchefs, a fecond rate, in the year 1692. After this 
time we hear nothing of him till we find bim, on the 27th 
of Jariuary 1696, appointed captain of the Griffin firefhip. 
“Ele never obtained any more confequential command, or 
i in any degree farther noticed during the reign of king 
William. is advancement in the fervice, after the ac- 
gcilion of queen Anne, wassextremely flow; and fo un- 

ftunate was he in the different ftations allotted to him, 
as never to have had the fmalleft opportunity of diftin- 
guifhing himfelf, fo as to acquire renown previous to that 
gute at laft moft gallantly purchafed with the lols of 

s life. 

During the year 1710 he commanded the Bredah, of 
feventy puns, one of the Mediterranean flect under fir 

fohn Norris; and being detached by that admiral on a 
eruife, in company with the Warfpight, captain Crow, 
had the fortune to meet with a French hip of the line, 
ralled Le Maure. The Bredah poffeffing a great fuperi- 
rity in failing over her companion, foon came up with 

e eneiny, when a very fmart engagement took place ; in 
which, although of but thost continuance, captain Long 
was unfortunately killed. “Almoft immediately on this 
‘unhappy event's taking place, the Warfpight came up, 
and the enemy furrendered. “Ihe ation took place about 
forty Icagues from Cape Roxent. 

PINDER, Thomas.—We have no information rela- 
‘ve to this gentleman till we find him, on the r1th of 
‘April 1696, appointed captain of the Mermaid frigate. 
Be contaced commander of the fame fhip till it wag an- 
happily loft, off Plymouth, he himfelf as well as the crew 
perithing with it, on the sth of January 1698-9. 

SMITH, Thomas,—was, abont the latter end of the 
year 1692, appointtd firft lieutenant of the Hamptoh 

durt, He had for fome years previous to this, progref- 

vely with a very high charaéter, ferved as an officer in

fo mention is made, cither of what thip*, if any, that he 
commanded, of in what fervices he was afterwards em-

‘After the acceffion of queen Anne we find him captain of 
the Gofport,a fhip emplayed on the New England (tatjon in 
the year 1704: he was alterwards progreflively promoted 
to feveral different thips of the line, particularly the Litch. 
field ; in which thip he was difpatched for India, ia 1706, 
to convoy thither a fleetof merchant hips. He returned 
from thence with a fimilar charge in the following yegr, 
and arrived fafely at Kinfale on the 21ft of O€ober, He 
‘was next appointed to the Captain, and, after the peacg 
was concluded at Usrecht, ta the Norfolk. We believa 
him to have been principally if not wholly employed on, 
the Mediterrancan {tation during the time he held the com- 
mand of the former thip 5 a circumftance which may wel} 
account for our having, in that period, fo little;to relarg 
concerning him. On the 19th of September 1716, he 
removed into the Jerfey; and in the following year feryeq 
ie the Gest, under bc G. Byng, in the Baltic. 

It appears from the hiftorical account of Greenwich 
hofpital, he was appointed a captain on that noble ottah-

he particular circumflances attending this offence, and the sriat 
sonfequent to it, we are wuainted with but it is very evident, 
that if the charge was, not in the fucceeding reign thought to have 
been infafficiently eftablithed, it was at lealt fappofed to de two feverely 
ponithed, this gentleman afierwards sellored 10 the fervice, i 
which be was held in much eflcem and repeat, 
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Tifhment in the early part of the year 1728; an honour- 
able retirement, clofed quickly afterwards by his death, 
which happened on the r8th of April in the fame year. 
STRICKLAND, Charles.—The advancement of this 
gentleman in the fervice was as remarkably rapid as that 
of feveral of his cotemporaries had been flow. Jn the 
ear 1693 he had not obtained the rank even of lieute- 
Wary auion the 7th of Augntt 1696, we find hhien ap- 
pointed captain of the Lark frigate. We find no mention 
made of him during the fhort remainder of the war, after 
the conclufion‘of which he was appointed captain of the 
Seaford, and fent to the Streights under vice-admiral 
Aylmer. In 1699 hewas employed to cruife, witha few 
other frigates, againft the Salletines, who had jult before 
violated the treaty of peace, and committed many petty 
depredations on our commerce. But after this time we 
meet not with the fmalleft information concerning him 
till the year 1707, at which time he was captain of the 
Naffau, of feventy puns. We find him. carly in the 
month of June fent commodore of a fquadron of five fail 
to intercept a French convoy, reported to beon its paflage 
from St. Maloe’s to the ealtward, under the prote@ion uf 
five fhips of war. He was not, however, fuccefsful in 
this expedition ; but after an ineffectual cruife, for fome 
days, off Cape La Hogue, returned to Spithead, not having 
ever feen his enemy. He was one of the commanders fent, 
in the month of Auguft enfuing, under the orders of fir 
Thomas Hardy, to convoy the outward-bound fleet to 
Lifton. By the manly and unbiaffed teftimony he bore 
on this occafion to the conduct of his admiral, he contri- 
buted mach to that honourable acquittal which was as 
leafing to all men of candour, as it probably was diftref- 
ge all thofe of a different defcription. E 
fter his retusn into port, and the conclufion of the 
trial above-mentioned, he was, in the month of December, 
appointed commodore of a fmall fquadron of Englith and 
ich thips of war, fent to proted a fleet of ftorethips to 
Lifbon, and to conyoy the emperor of Morocco’s amba{- 
fador to Tangier. Dining the enfuing year, and not 
improbably for the remainder of the war, he continued 
in the Mediterranean, under different admirals ; and in 
ommon both with his fuperiors and equals in command,

experienced a feries of dull uninterefting cruifes and ex- 
fe bee where even pitetate itfelf is hardly remarked, 

recaufe there was, perhaps, le{s opportunity of difplayi 
it, than any fimilar period of hotties had ever es 
either poffible, or neceffary before or fince. 

We find no particular mention again made of him till 
the year 1715, at which time he commanded the Effex, 
‘one of the leet fent ta the Baltic under fir John Norris 
‘We are again ignorant whether, or on what particular 
ftations he was employed till the year r71B, when we find 
him commander of the Lenox, of feventy guns, one of fir 
George Byng’s fleet ordered for the Mediterranean, to 
counteract the attack made hy Spain on the territories of 
the emperor. In the memorable adtion with the Spanith 
flect in the month of Auguit, he was ftationed as one of 
the feconds to the commanger-in-chief*. After his ree 
turn from this ftation he was, in the latter end of the 
year £721, appointed, captain of the Yarmouth, a fourth 
rate, one of the {quadeon ordered to be eqitipped, under 
the command of fir Charles Wager, for the chaflifement 
cof the Portuguefe. The apparently impending ftorm of 
‘war was averted by the prudent fubmiffion of the court of 
Portugal, even before the thips were thoroughly collefted, 
fo that the fleet above-mentioned never ever put te fea. 

About the latter end of January 17231, he was ad- 
vanced to be rear-admiral of the blue ; and from thence, 
on the sth of February, to be atce-admiral of the white, 
a promotion he did not long live to enjoy, dying on the 
arith of November 1724. 

STUDLEY, James,—was, at the latter end of the 
year £692, appointed fecond lieutenant of the Forcfight, 
of forty-two guns, a thip fent, foon after that time, to

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convoy to Virginia the pptward-bound fleet. We know 
ne F particulars relative to this gensleman till we find 
him, on the 23d of May 1696, appointed captain of the 
Pearl, a frigate of thirty guns. He was prefently ad- 
vanced to the command of the Pembroke, of fifty guns, 
and fent to Cadiz, in the month of November, under the 
mmand of vice-admiral Neyille. On his paffage thither 
Sewn feparated from the fleet in a violent gale of wind, 
which he had however the good fortune to weather in 
Safety, and arrive at the above-mentioned port on the 11th 
of Decembere Mr. Neville was ordered for the Weft 
Indies almoft immediately after he reached the Streights, 
andecaptain Studley accompanying him thither, fearcely 
furvived the hour of his arrival. Dying on the 28th of 
May 1697, he was among the firlt ar ahats bare ana the 
fortunate men whom difcafe, infinitely more deftructive 
at this time than all the other mifchiefs and horrors 
attendant on war in’ that climate, put a period to the 
Service of, without their even enjoying the fatisiadtion 
ef having feen and encountered their enemies, 
TREVANION, Sir Nicholas,—was, in all probabi- 
Tiry, a fon, or collateral defcendant of captain Richard 
‘Trevanion, the conftant and faithful, though mifguided 
adherent and attendant gf James the Second®. We have 
no information as to his feveral naval appointments, till 
he was, on the 25th of May 1696, appointed captain of 
the Dunwich. The was, was then near a, conclufion, 
and nothing but a moft fingular interference of good for- 
tune'could have procured him at fuch a time, and in fach 
a fhip, an opportunity of diftinguifhing himfelf our of the 
ordinary line of fervice. Some little time after the 
ratification of the peace at Ryfwic, he was appointed cap- 
tain of the Lyme, anew frigate of thirty-two guns, and 
fent to the Streights, in 1698, under the command of 
vice-admiral Aylmer. But we do not find him occupied 
in any fervice worth commemorating, the {ole intention 
of the equipment of the fleet + to which he belonged, be- 
ing zccomplithed by its prefence only, In the month of

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Oaober sas he was difpatched from Cadiz for the 
Canaries, whence he immediately returned to Eng- 
land. Not long after his arrival he was appointed to tes 
Dover of fifty guns; in which fhip we find him at the 
recommencement of the war with France, after the ace 
ceffion of queen Anne. 

He was at firlt employed as a cruifer in the Germaw” 
Ocean, and there met with but trivial fuccefs, although 
he was in every refpeét confidered as a very a@ive and 
able commander. Towards the conclufion of the year 
he was fent to cruife in the Irith fea, nd ordered to 
ftretch twenty leagues to the fouthwasd and weftward of 
Scilly. After this change of ftation he was more form- 
nate, having, in the month of January 1702-3, fallen in 
‘with and captured a large privateer belonging to St. Maloc, 
called the count de Thouloufe. This prize was rendered 
more confequential, and the conqueft more brilliant, from 
its having on board, at the time of the aétion, three 
hundred regular troops, in the pay of the French king, 
exclufive of the ordinary crew belonging to the fhip ®. 
The engagement was defperatcly maintained, on the part 
of the cnemy, for fix hours, but with very little prejudice 
to captain Trevanion and his people, not one of whom 
were killed, and a very inconliderable number wounded, 
fome of them only flightly; while on the other hand 
npwards of 50 of the French were killed and 20 wounded. 
Captain Trevanion’s fuccefs did not end here; the count 
de Thouloufe had the day before the engagement captured 
a large ip frauh New Kugland' ladear wech naval oven; 
and other valuable articles of commerce. But his prize 
fell again into the hands of the Englifh, being retaken by 
the over on the following day. ‘ 

After captain Treyanion had convoyed his prize, as well 
as the recapture ro England, and repaired thole. trivial 
damages which he had fuftained in the preceding aétion, 
he was ordered to join the main fleet: and the fcene of 
naval operations being transferred from the Channel to 
the Mediterrancan, he failed for that ftation, under the 
command of fir C. Shovel, on the 1ft of July. Of the 


operations of this armament never were greater expe€ta 
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“8 Teis mot accounted hat particular occafion thele sroops 
~eere on board, or 19 winat fesvice they were defined, 
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tionswainly formed in England; and never were gigantic 
more miferably ditappointed. Thefe caufes and 
confequences have been already repeatedly dwelt on ; and 
the fact itfelf is mentioned here only te account for our 
baying nothing memorable to recount of fuch commanders 

as were there employed under fo brave a chief as Shovel. 
% In the beginning of September captain Trevanion was 
ifpatched for Scanderoon, under commodore Jumper, to 
convoy thither the Turkey fleet, He returned from thence 
to England in the month of December, aad we have not 
been able to difcover on what {tation or fervice he was 
employed during the enfuing year. In 170s he was pro- 
mofed to the command of a Mhip of fixty guns, we believe 
the York ; and continued, with fome very fhort intervals, 
‘on the Mediterranean {lation dusing the remainder of the 
war, atall timés held in the higheft honour and refpect by 
the different commanders under whom he ferved, although 
fortune denied him aiy of thole opportunities of raifing 
bimfelf into public notize, which fhe occafionally beftowed, 
with much liberality, on her greater favourites. On his 
return from the Meditersanean he appears to have retired 
from adtive fervice; and, after the acceffion of king George 
the firlt, was always one of the perfons principally Gonfulted 
relative to the civil oeconomy and management of the navy. 
He alfo quickly became highly efteemed and careiled by 
that fovereign, who beftowcd upon him 'the honour of 
Knighthood ; and, in the year 1726, appointed him com- 
miflioner of the navy relident at Plymonth. This office 
he ‘held till his death, and executed with the greateft 
honour to himfelf, affording all the ‘advantage that could 
be derived by the country froma ftation of fuch troft, 
filled by aman of the higheit attention, integrity, and 

avility. He died on the 17th of November 1737. « 

UNDERDOWN, John.—We know nuthing of this 
brave and enterprizing commander, till we find him, in 
the beginning of the year 1695, commanding the Wrenn 
Pink, a {mall veffel attached to fir C,Shovel's Squadron 
in the Channel. On Auguft 25, 1696, he was appointed 
commander of the Garland. No other mention 1s made 
of him during the rgign of king William ; and it is moft 
probable, his thip being put out of commiffion at the con- 
Clufion of the war, he was not re-appointed to any other. 
After the acceffion of queen Anne he was appointed to 
command

command the Falkland, of fifty guns, and fent to Vi 
inia. On his paffage from thence, in company with the 
readnought and Fowey, he had the good’ fortune to 
capture a French fhip of war, mounting fifty-four gufts, 
which was afterwards called the Falkland Prize, as a juft 
compliment:

In purfa- 
ance whereof, on the 26th of July, captsin Uuderdown fer [ail from, 
hence, having taken major Lloyd; who delifed to be embloved in the 
expedition, with twenty of his company, on board the Nunfuch. 

# On the e7il they came-before Bonavia, and finding there, 00 ap~ 
Peawonce of an enemy, the commodore ordered captain Hughes 10 fail 
with him.

1 they came off of Fleurde lit harbour. Major Lloyd was imme- 
ately fent {nto the harbour in the commodore’s pinnace, and 1

‘We find no other remark to make concerning himafter this 
time till the year 1700, when it is afferted by fome, 
though not perfedily believed by us, that he commanded 
the Pearl frigate on the Meditcrranean"flatien, Be that 
as it may, we have no other information gonceraing him 
that we can thoroughly depend on till the year 1706, at 
which time he commanded the St. George, of ninety guns, 
we believe as captain to fir John Jennings, on the Nic i< 
terranean ftation. He diftinguithed himfelf ina very fig- 
hal manner at the ftorming of Aliant, being the third 
officer who entered the town. When the admiral above~ 
inentioned, was ordered to fail for the Welt Indies about 
the latter end of Auguit, he shifted his flag into the De-

On 
fie return from the Welt Indies, in the month of April 
1707, where the events were too uninterelting ta jnerit 
any other recital than what has been already given in the 
life of fir John Jennings, that admiral track fils flag, and 
captain Watkins coritinued to command the Devonthire 
as 2.private captain. 

In the month of O&tober he was fent, under the com- 
mand of commodore Edwards, in the Curaberland, to 
convoy the outward-bound Reet for Lifbon. On the roth, 
which was only the day after they had failed from Ply- 
mouth, they fell in with the united (quadrons of Forbin 
and Guai Trovin. The force of the enemy was fo fupe- 
yior as to render refiftance almoft an act of defperation ; 
meverthele(s, the Britith commanders prepared to defend 
themfelves and the very valuable fleet under thir protec- 
tion with a fpirit that ivould have'done the highe’t honour 
to men who. had fomething more in view than mercly 
their own defence, What, however, can the molt 
romantic valour eff& again{t numbers fo highly unequal? 
the fquadrons of France confilted of fourteen’ thip:, ten 
of which were of two decks; that of Britain of hve only! 
Captain Watkins, in the Devonhhire, even among thole 
whofe bravery on this occafion was, fo pre-eminent, dif- 
tingnithed himfelf in a manner almoft fuperior to the mot 
walorous ; he defended himfelf for near thrce hours agaix:!t 
feven of the enemy’s fhips, and for four hours more ayainlt 
five, ‘The night now approached and appeared to afford 
fome chance that courage, fo memorable, thontd be, at 
Jeaft, rewarded by its prefervation from captivity. Fate, 
however, and with much apparent feverity, decreed it 
otherwife; the Devonshire fuddenly took fice, and, almolt 
‘on the fame inftant, blew np; two only, out of the re~ 
mains of nine-hundred men, who were on board at the 
comunencement of the engagement, being faved. 

The merchants, whole thips efcaped this wretched 
difafter, were honourable enough to attribute their fafety 
principally to the noble defence made by’ this unfortu- 
nate commander, We have already flated, that the 
en semen above alluded to took place on the rath of 
Oétober 1707. 

WATTS, 
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WATTS, Jonathan,—was, about the latter end of the 
year 1592, appointed fecond Iemenant of the Charhany, 
one of the fhips employed, in the enfuiag year, under fir 
George Rooke, to convoy the ontward-bound Smyrna 
flect. We hear nothing of him after this time till the 
agth of OAober 1696, when he was appointed captain of 
the Sun Prize. No other notice is ever taken of him 
except that giving us the date of his appointinent, as we 
have juft ftated ; and a fecond, informing us that he died 
on the a5th of July 16¢8, whether in or out of fervice 
does not appear. . 
WHITE, Richard, —in the year 1693, ferved as 24 
Tieutenant of the Mary, of fixty-two guns, at that time 
commanded by captain Henry Builer, and attached to the 
main fleet under the joint admirals, Killegrew, Delaval, 
and Shovel. He was on the 28:h of April 1696, pro« 
moted to the command of the Mary galley. No mention 
is made as to any particular or diftinguithable fervice’ ia 
which he was employed during.the war. After the cpn= 
elution of the peace at Ryfwic he was promoted 26 the 
command of a thip of the line which was kept in com= 
miffion, and which he, continued caprain of ti) the year 
1699 he was then, in confequence of his former thip 
wanting repairs, appointed to the Haftings, a fifth rate of 
thirty-four guns. He died captain of this hip on the 7th 
of July 1700. 

, Henry, — was, towards the end of the year! 
16y2, appointed firit licutenant of the Wonlwich, one of 
the fhips fent in the enfuing year, under fir G. Ruoke, to 
the Mediterranean, as convoy to the unfortunate Smyrna 
ficet. We donot hear any thing more of him dill we find 
him, on May 1, 1696, apprinted captain of the Solebay. 

chis veffel was ftationed as a, cruifér in the German 
cean, a fervice in which captain Wild difplayed confi- 
derable activity, which was alcordingly rewarded with the 
capture of feveral fmall privateers, which,, although of

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Hatign, Strood the partial enrichment of individuals, by 
a aon and adden though ‘ic mangeuvre, converted 
their ficet into a myriad of {mall privateers, Thefe, on 
their newly projected fcheme of war, were much more 
fuccefsful than their more noble predecefors, and they thus 
meanly effeGted confiderable injury to the property of 
thofe whom they were afraid, and, indeed, unable to 
“aflault in any other way. 

To return to captain Wild. He is no farther noticed 
‘sill after the acceffion of queen Anne; nor, indeed, have 
‘ve ther been abla to called any other particulars relative 
to him, except that, in 1705, he commanded‘the Chefter, 
which thip, as well as the fervice, he altogether quitted 
in the following year, on what particular aecount is not 
known, neither have we been able to dilcovgr the time of 
his death, 

WILLSHAW, Thomas, — is fuppofed to have been 
the fon of captain Thomas Willfhaw, afterwards com- 
miffioner of the navy, of whom we have already given 
fome account*. He ‘is faid, in a manufcript lilt of the 
navy, to have been appointed captain of a fhip of war, 
called the Horfe Guar!, on the 15th of March 1696. 
This, however, is certainly a miftake, there never appear- 
ing-to have been a {hip of that name in the navy ; and it 
ta/ane of thole Guatoidable errors te which that {netics oF 
document is more particularly liable, The thip in 

ion was the Rofe, a final] veffel, employed at that 
time as a guard fhip, He never acquired any celebrity, 
or, indeed, was invelted with any confequential command, 
as we'do not find any other notice taken of him, except 
that he was put on the fuperannuated lilt in the year 
3914. The time of his death is alfo unknown to us.

ASTON, John, —was on the 7th of May 1697, ap- 
pointed captain of the Penfance, and was, but on what 
account we are ignorant, difmi(fed from the above thip 
on the 6th of March 1698. The time of his death is 
uncertain. 

BALCHEN, Sir John,—was born on, the 2d of Fe- 
bruary 1669, and having made a very early choice of a 
naval life, pafed regularly, and with the higheft repwia- 
tion, through every fubordinate ftation, till he very de- 
fervedly attained to the highcft rank in the fervice. “The 
firft mention that we find made of this brave and unfors 
tunate man in the naval world, is, that he was appointed 
captain of the Virgin, or Virginia Prize, a frigate of 
thirty-two guns, on the 25th of July 1697; but we do 
not meet with gay thing worthy of record, concerning 
him, till the year 1707, when he commanded the Chelter 
of fifty guns.” In the month of September he was ordered, 
togethet with the Ruby of the fame force, to convoy the 
flect bound to Lifbon. As it was not only of a very con- 
fiderable intrinfic value, but of the-higheft confequence 
and impostance, conlidered in 2 national light, for all the 
Provifions, ftores, and upwards of one thoufand horfes for 
the fervice of the enfuing campaign in Spain were em- 
barked on board it, i was thought great ftrengthen 
the Convoy by the addition of two ships of eighty guns 
and one of feventy-fix, all under the command of com:

Captain Balhen was nat exchanged till towards the 
end. of the fokowing year, fo that the trial which, iq 
compliance with the general rules of the fervicr, always 
enfues after fuch a misfortune as the preceding, did not 
take place till the aft of O&ober 1708. It is almok 
unneceffary to add, he was molt honcurably acquitted. 
‘We do not, however, find any mention made of hinvafter 
this time till the year 17%7, whey he commanded the 
Orford, of feventy guns, one of the fleet ordered for the 
Baltic under fir George Byng ; and on his return from 
that expedition, during which nothing at all memor 
took place, was appointed to the Shrewfbuiry, of eighty 

ins. In this fhip he accompanied fir George to the 
Wrcdieetrancan in the following year, and on his arrival 
there became captajn to vice-admiral Cornwalig- who 
hoifted his flag, on board the thip juft mentioned, as fecond 
in command of the fleet.

On the rth of July 1728, he was promoted to be rear- 
admiral of the blue, having’ at that ume ferved as a pri- 
‘yate captain for the {pace of thirty-oneyears.

saodore of a [mall (quidean, ordered to eruife between cape St. Mary's 
and Cadiz, till the month of January, whea he recarned to England 
With vice-admiral Walton. 
Oa the 16th of Februiry 1733. 
t was 
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wasthen prime minifter of Great Britain, being rather 
prone to Tabmie patiently to injuries und affronts than 
plunge the nation into a war by fpiritedly refentitg 
them, no opportunity-prefented itfelf of calling Mr. Bale 
chen into aétive fervice till the year 1739*. 

The jultly excited clamours of a generous and [pirited 
nation at length compelled the timid genius of the Britith 
premicr to du a violence to itfelf, and roufé into a pre- 
tended fpirit and energy, by declaring war again{t Spain. 
Mr Balchen being, accordingly, among the firlt officers 
pitched upon for a confeqiential command, was appointed 
to that of the'Mediterranean, where Mr. N. Haddock, 
at the time of the approaching rupture, commanded a 
{quadron of fome {trength, but which it was at this jun@ure 
deemed highly necellary to reinforce with {ix fhips of the 
line. The firftintended enterprize of their united force 
was to intercept the Affogues thips, which were daily ex- 
pedted at Cadiz from -Vera Cruz, laden with the ufual 
tribute of treafure, the annual proiuce of that part of the 
weftern world dependant on Spain. ‘This fleet was a@tu- 
ally on its paifage, and ftcering a courfe which would have 
inevitably thrown them into the hands of the Enelith, but 
“unfortunately admiral Pizarro, who commanded: the con 
voy, having, by mere accident, received information of 
the fituation of affairs in Europe, he ftretched to the 
northward, and inftead of making the Madeiras, and fteer- 
ing for Cadiz by that which was the ulual route, he-flcod 
away to the northward of the Bahamas, and returned io 
Europe in the track wfed hy the thips bound from the 
‘Welt Indies for the Britith Channel. He aénally made 
the Lizard; and from thence ftanding over to Uthant, by 
creeping clofe under the fhore he clued the vigilance of 
the Brith cruifers, both off the coait of Spain and in the 
bay of Bifcay, and arrived in perfect (afety at the port of 
St. Andero. . 

Not long after this difappointment Mr. Balchcn re- 
turned to England and had the command of a fquadron in 
the Channel, during the latter end of the year 17403 but,

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as neceffarily muft be the fate of all equipments ftationed 
in a part of the world where there is no enemty fo contend 
with, we haye nothing farther to recount than merely 
that he was thus employed." On the gth of Auguft 1743, 
he was promoted to be admiral of the white, and early in 
the next year was appointed, as a very juit reward for his 
long and faithful fervices, to be governor of Greenwich- 
hofpital, as fucceffor to fir John Jennings, who died on 
the 23d of December 1743. Soon after this time he 
received the honour of knighthood. It might now have 
been naturally expeted that he would, in this very ho- 
nourable retirement, have been permittéd to pafs the 
remainder of his days in that enviable tranquillity which 
a noble and good mind muft naturally enjoy, from a 
refieétion of having been uniformly employed in the 
honourable purfuit of public virtue, untainted, unconta- 
minated by the private vices of avdrice or oppreffion, 
Such, however, were the neceilities of his country, and 
Such the (pirit of this gallant man, that even at the very 
advaticed age he had now regched, an age felt more feverely 
in confequence of infirmities naturally induced by fo long 
and adtive a fervice, that, in the year 1744, he accepted 
the command of the fleet expeditioufly equipped for the 
purpofe of releafing fir Charles Hardy, who was blocked 
up in the Tagus with a {quadron of eleven ships of the 
line and a bomb-ketch, by a very fuperior force under the 
count de Rochambault. 

By the beginning of July a leet of fourteen Britith thips 
ef the line had sendezvoufed at Spithead, and fir John 
hoifted his flag as commander-in-chicf on board the 
‘ViGory of one hundred and ten guns, the largeft and fineft 
fhip in the navy. She was manned with a chofen crew of 
1190 men; and had, befides, upwards of fifiy -young 
gentlemen on board, (ome of them belonging to families 
of the fir diltinétion, who entered as volunteers, ambi- 
tious to ferve, and learn the firit rudiments of naval taétics 
under fo worthy and able a commander. On the 1stha 
{quadron of feven Dutch fhips of the lme and two frigates 
came up to Spithead, under tue command of four admirals; 
and fir John having a fpecial commiffion for that purpofe, 
affumed the command of the whole. ori 

is 
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‘This forthidable fleet * did not, however, leave Spithead 
till the 7th of Auguft, when it proceeded fér Portugal and 
the Mediterrancan,. with upwards of two hundred fail of 
merchant-fhips under its convoy. Encumbered as the 
admiral was with this very valuable and extenfive charge, 
and impeded alfo on his pa(Tage by contrary winds, he did 
not arrive off the rock of Lifbon till the gth of September, 
and fir Charles Hardy immediately joining him with his 
{quadron, and the ftorefhips which were with him, the 
both proceeded for Gibraltar, the reinforcement of whic! 

arrifon, as well as to recruit its provifions and military 
Rores, had been the firft objcé of fir Charles’s voyage. 

The French admiral, on the firft information of the 
approach of this very formidable force, prudently refolved 
to retire and fecure himfelf in the harbour of Cadiz; a 
refolution, happilyefor him, he carried into effect before 
the arrival of the combined fleet. Gibraltar was therefore 
facconred and put in the belt pofture of defence without 
any oppofition on the part of, or, indeed, even fecing the 
enemy. When this part of the deftined fervice of the 
fouadron was effected, fir John proceeded to cruife off the 
coatt of Portugal for fome days, fill entertaining hopes

Rechainbaultaveuld leave hiv’ place te Cecertey, 
while the relief of Gibrdltar was cffeGting, in bo 
chiding the Britifh flect and getting back to Breft. in this 
fir John was difsppoimed: and finding at laft, after an in- 
effectual cruife of fome days, that the ellemy cautioully 
confined themfelves to the ‘harbour of Cadiz, he quitted 
the coalt of Gallicia on the 28th of September, and on 
the goth entered the bay of Bifcay on his rerum to Eng- 
land. A violent Storm difperfed the whole fleet on the 3d 
of O@ober, and many of the fhips were with the utmoft 
difficulty prevented from foundering: they all, however, 
arrived at Spithead, in avery (hattered ftate, by the roth 
of October, the Vidory excepted. This noble fhip fepa- 
rating from all her companions, was fuppofed to have 
ftruck on the cafkets, a ridge of rocks, near Alderney, 
on the 4th. Fate thus in one inftant overwh&med a 
moft worthy and.able‘commander with nearly twelve:hun- 
dred of his brave affociates, and deltroyed a thip which 
‘Was juflly, at that time, the pride of Britain and terror of 
her enemies. 

The inhabitants of Alderncy are faid to haye heard re- 
peated lignals of diftrefs made during the night 5 but From 
the slarknefs, added to the violence of the tempelt, were 
totally unable even to attempt affording them any affilty 
ance. The whole nation was filled with the trueft for- 
row at this dicadfu) and accumulated misfortune. The 
merits of the admiral himfelf, the diffufed forrow of rcla~ 
tives, and the lofs of fuch a number of brave men, fepa- 
rately lefs honoured becaufe lefs known, all tended to 
encreafe the public grief to a poignancy that had fcarcely 
been felt fince the lofs of the brave Shovel. Sorrow on 
fuch an occafion is the only tribute gratitude can pay to 
deceafed merit; and the generous mind feels fome relief in 
beffowing it worthily. His majefty was pleafed to fettle 
a.penfion of five hundred pounds a year on lady Balchen; 
and a fmall, but clegant monument, to perpetuate his 
memory, was eryéted ih Weftminfter-abbey *.

“ Sir ¥° Balchen, knight, admiral of the white (quadron of his 
majefty's Weet, who, in'the year 1744, being fent out commander-in~ 
chief of the combined fleets of England and Holland, to cruife on the 
enemy, was, on his return home, in his mjefly's thip the ViBory, 
Joft in the Channel by a violent florm; from which fad cireumftance 
Of hie death we may learn, that neither the rete fl judgment, or 
experience, joined to the moft unfhaken refalution, can refill tae fur

He was difmiffed in a fhort time after, from this fhip, by 
the fentence of a court-martial, for what particular offence 
does not appear, but it may be natarslly concluded to have 
been of an heinous nature, for his judges were not con- 
tent, as in ordinary cafes, with fimply difmiffing him from 
his command, but condemned him to forfeit all his half- 
pay, which it had been cuftomary to allow officers dif- 
milled the fervice on common occafions. 

COLE, Edward,—was, on the 27th of January 1697, 
appointed to command the Strombolo firethip. ” 
fometime afterwards, unhappily fell under a derangement 
of mind, which ended not but with his life, and of necef- 
fity compelled him not only to quit the fervice, but alfo 
obliged his friends to put him in confinement.

HARRIS, Barrow,—was, in the beginning of the year

more of him till he was, on the 13th of Augult 1697, pro- 
moted to the command of the Lightening firefhip.

1692, was 
promoted to be fecond Heutenant ofthe Sandwich, « fecond 
rate of ninety guns, commanded by captain Woolfran 
Cornwall, ‘¢ know not what commiffons he heldiafter 
‘this time till the year 7697, when. he was, on the 1f of 
Oétober, appointed captain af: the Phonix firethip.

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‘After. the acceffion of queen Anne he vas promoted to- 
the Plymouth, 2 fourth rate, Chis thip unhappily. 
foundered at fea, the captain and Al the crew penftuay 
with her, on the 11th of Angult 1705. 

_ MOORE, Jofeph, or Talkin oa appointed third’ 
licutenant of the Monmouth, of fixty guns, at the latter 
end of the year 1692. We hear nothing farther of him. 
till the 8th of January 1697, when he was promoted to 
be captain of the Flame fircthip. He was immediately 
afterwards advanced to the command of a fhip of the line, 
which was put ovt of commiffion foon after the eat 
Ryfwic xook place, and captain Moore remained unem- 

loyed during the remainder of king William's reign. 
Taenetinely afar the nccelfidn of. queen Anna. he"was 
appointed captain of the Mary galley, a frigate of thirty-four 
guns, and at that time employed as a cruifer; in this fer- 
vice he was remarkably diligent; and fuccefsful cnough to 
rapture feveral of the enemy's fmaller privateers, and 
fome of their merchant veffels. He was fometime after- 
wards promoted to command the Monk, on board which 
fhip he unhappily fhot himfelf, either on account of fome 
private: difcontent, or what is more probable, fome tem- 
por infanity, on the 27th of February 1705. 

MORRICE, MAURICE, or MORRIS, Salmon,—~ 
for thus is his name varioufy fpelt in various MSS, and 
by different hiflorians and authors. The firfl commillion” 
we find this gentleman holding is that of fecond lieute- 
nant of the York, a fixty gun thip, commanded by cap- 
tain James Killegrew. This appears to have been given 
him in the month of O@ober 1692; and after this time 
we find no mention made of him til] he was, on the 14th 
of May 1697, appointed captain of a finall frigate, called 
the Royal Iranfport, or, as we are rather inclined to be- 
Hievé, the Royal Efcape, a (mall velfel ftill kept in the 
navy to commemorate the prefervation of king Charles 
the Second, We hear nothing farther of him during the 
reign of king William, and perhaps there are very few 
perfons iio Lave ever obtained the rank of a naval com- 
mander, of whole early life and fetvice we are more igno- 

rant than of thofe of this gentleman, 
Not long aftersthe acceffion ofsqueen Anne he was: 
appointed captainzof the Advice of fifty guns; but we do 
not 
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woot find any more remarkabie mention made or nim, man 
of his having capture, in June 1704, a fmall French 
fhip of war, mounting’cighteen guns, which was after- 
wards taken into the fervice and called the Advice Prize. 
‘He wes after this time principally employed on the Medi- 
terranean {tation ; but we do not find any pofitive mention 
made of him till the year 1712, when we find him ferving 
in the Lifbon fquadron under vice-admiral Baker, and 
appointed by him commodore of a fmall force ftationed 
off the Streight’s mouth, while he himfelf was engaged 
in cruifing off the Weftern iflands for the Brazil flcct. 

‘We do not, fingular as it may appear, find any men- 
tion made of him after this time till the year 1723, when 
Ihe was appointed, in the month of April, to command the 
Sandwich, a fecond rate of ninety-fix guns, one of 3 
mumber of hips ordered to be immediately equipped, but 
‘on what particular occafion was a fecret, and which being 
known only to the adminiftration of that time, will now, 
confequently, ever remain fo; for it never was made pub- 
lic, but died, like moft other abortive expeditions, with 
thofe who contrived it. 

Tn 1726 we find him captain of the Naffan, of feventy 
guns, one of the flect fent im that year, under fir Charles 

‘ager, to the Baltic, and appointed to command, with 
the rank of commodore, the third divifion of the flect. 
Nothing memorable enough to merit relation took place 
during this expedition. But in the following {pring a 
fquadron being again ordered to the fame part of the 
world, under fir John Norris, captain Morris was, on 
the axft of April, jutt before fir John was ready to put to 
fea, advanced to be rear-admiral of the White, yet he was 
not appointed to any command in that flest, nor, as we 
believe, was he again employed: he, neverthelefs, arteok 
segnlarly of the progreffive promotions * which took place 
in the navy from this time till the year 1732; an honour- 
able compliment, if it is not 2 mifapplication of the term 
toeall it fo, which his long fervice and highly efteemed 
charaéter juitly entitled him to, and which it would have

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been an high a@ of public injuftice to nave withheld from 
him. In the maith of March 1933-4, worn out with 
age, infirmities, and long fervice, he retired on a penfion 
of 45ol. a year, which he enjoyed till his death, which 
happened on the 27th of March 1741. 

OBLE, Mark.—The firft information we have of 
this gentleman is, that he was fecond lieutenant of the 
Dutchefs, a fecond rate, in the month of June 1696; 
how long before this he obtained the above rank we can- 
not precifely fay, but we believe a fhort time only, as we 
have reafon to fuppofe his promotion in the navy was re- 
markably rapid. On the rath of July 1697, he was ap- 
pointed captain of the St. Vincent, a firefhip, which had 
been formerly a final frigate taken from the French. He 
was in a very fhort time after promoted to the Dunwich, 
and fent, in the month of February 1698, to Cadiz and the 
Mediterranean. He died, commander of the fhip juft 
mentioned, on the 22d of March r7or. 

Rear-admiral Hardy, in his lift of naval commanders, 
adds, as a remark, that he was difmiffed the fervice from 
the Dulwich. Of this circumftance we find no mention 
made in any other place; and fuppofe the alteration of 
the (hip’s name to have been merely an errour of the prefs, 
there not being any fuch fhip as the Dulwich in the 
fervice. 

ORMEROD, Charles,—is entitled to 2 place here, 
‘only from having been, on the 15th of February 1697, 
appointed captain of the Lightening firethip. 

BEARLE, Hency,—is neasly in the fame piedicapents 
we know only he was appointed fifth lieutenant of the 
Sandwich, a fecond rate, im 36953 and being afterwardé 
temoved into fome fhip fent ta the Wett Indies, was there 

romoted, on the sth of June 1697, to be captain of the 
Figme frethip. "This vetlel unhappily foundered at fea 
on the 22d of Angutt following, being then on its paflage 
home to England: the captain and the whole crew pe- 
sithed with her. 

SPANN, Jonathan.— We do not find any mention 
made of this gentleman previous to his appointment, on 
the 25th of February ito, to be captain of the Virgin 
Prize. The peace at Rylwic takittg place foon after this 
fime, he had no opportunity of diftinguithing himfelf fo 

as 
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Him, or even to afcerthin with any degree of precifion, 
whither he remained ih commiffion during the continu- 
ance of the peace itfelf, On the acceffion of qneen Annc, 
gad the recommencement of the war with France, he was 
jointed to the Sorlingues, a frigate of thirty-two guns, 
being of the fame force with that he before commanded, 
He was fent in 1703 ta Newfoundland, where he met 
with much fisccefs, having captured fome valuable prizes, 
one of them a fhip.of war mounting twenty guns. The 
different fervices in which he was employed after this time, 
were, unhappily for him, fo little confequential, that we 
do not find zny mention rade of him rill the year 1706, 
When we believe him to have been fent to India*, being 
then commander of the Norwich, ‘a fourth ratt: of fift 
guns, to convoy thither a flect of merchant-fhips. He 
himfelf, as well as the other commanders, returned from 
thence, with fix India thigs under their protection, to- 
wards the clofe of the following year. We again find no 
merition made of him for an interval of three years; but 
early in 1710 he was fent out with a {mall fquadron to the 
‘Weft Indies, on which ftation he was appointed com- 
modore and commander-in-chief,as fucceffor to fir Charles 
Wager. The French had at that time no naval force sn 
the Welt Indies fur him to contend witht; and therefore 
the equipment of this fquadron was intended merely to 
prevent any fudden furprize, by fuch {mall force as the

Burchet, in his account of this expedition, fays captain Spann 
failed from England, with the Rupert and two fourth rates, on the 
goth of January; aod afier he had fen his convay 10 Barbadoes and 
the Leeward ilands, proceeded to Jamaica: but it does not appear 
that any thing took place, during the time he held this comunand, more 
‘worthy of remark, than tbat he took two prizes of inconfidetable value, 
une a fhip, the other 2 Hoop, off cape Maize, in-the ifle of Cuba; and 
foreed two fhips afhore on the wefl end of Hifpaniola, one mounting 
thirty, the other fourteen guns. The largelt of thele ‘hips the com- 
modore fent his liewienanis, with the boats manned and armed, to take 
poffeffion of, the officers and men having been obliged, by the fire of 
the Englith ships, to quit her.

‘lhe enemy made no attempt of cither kind; but if, 
through this inoffenfive difpofition on their part he had no 
opportunity of acquiring popular fame, his civil condu& 
was, at Jeait, fo irreproachable, and his manners fo cqn- 
ciliating to the merchants, and others with whom he was 
in his public charaéter more materially conneéted, that he 
experienced from them, on all occafions, the higheft at« 
tention and refpect ; and left them, a happine(s attained to 
but by few, more particularly in thole dys, without de 
ferving, or even incurring their cenfure. 

Afier his return to England he continued captain of the 
Rupert; which fhip, ashas been already ftated, he carried out 
when he was firft invelted with the Weft India command.’ 
The fame ina@iivity on the part of the enemy prevailing, 
in Europe that did in the Welt Indies, captain Spann had 
no opportunity of fignalifing himfelf during the fhort re 
mainder of his life. He died on board the Rupert, at 
Portfmouth, on the 3oth of Auguft 1712.

1697, appointed commander of the Dunwich, in which 
fhip he continued, though unnoticel, during, at leaft a 
confiderable part, if not the whole remainder of king 
William’s reign. On the acceffion of queen Anne he 
‘was promoted to the Triton of fifty guns, and during the 
yes tye and 3, was employed at home as a cruifer. 

fe was laying In Yarmouth road,during the great ftorm, 
which happened on the 26th and 27th of Worembes in 
the latter year, and though in fo expofed a fituation hap. 
pily weathered it without experiencing the fmalleft injury, 
Fa@much that, as foon as the tempeft abated, he was dif 
patched to fea in fearch and fuccour of any thips that were 
unfortunate enough to be difmafted and furvive the hurri- 
cane, with that, or any other partial and remediable 
difafter. 

In the following year he accompanied fir Cloudefley 
Shovel to Lifbon, who was fent thither with a {trong re- 
inforcement to the fquadron which had failed fometime be- 
fore under fir George Rooke. He behaved with fingular 
gallantry at the battle off Malaga, which took place fome 
time after the junétion of their force and had the good 
fortune to efcape with a lofs comparatively trivial to what 
might have been expeéted in fo long and de(perate an 
encounter, having had only five men killed and his firft 
Tieutenant and twenty-one men wounded, Hisconduéton 
this memorable occafion fo highly recommended him to 
the notice and favour of fir George, the commander-in 
chief, that he had the honour of being made the meffenger 
of the vitory, We hear nothing of him after this time 
till we find him, in 1706, captain of the Wind/or, of fixty 
guns, one of the {quadron fent to the Welt Indies in that 
year, under commodore Kerr. Some mention was made 
of this geatleman in the petition prefented to the houle of 
lords, by Mr. T.Wood, againit the commodore ; the par 
ticulars of which charge have been already noticed in the 
life of that gentleman*. But we have to remark, in juftice 
10 Mr. Trevor, that, notwithftanding the accufation might 
be jult againit Mr. Kerr, as principal, not the flightcft 
part of it could be, in any degree, attached to Mr. Trevor 
as agent ; the parthe bore in the bufinefs alluded to being,

to 
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to fpcak of it in its harfhelt light, nothing more than be= 
ing employed in the conveyance of a meffage from his 
commander-in-chief to the complainant, the purport af 
which he, the meffenger, never complied with. Itis net 
at all improbable the completion of the bargain was fru- 
ftrated by Mr. Trevor himfelf, who might properly re- 
fieét on the difgrace that would attend its being carried 
into exectition. We aie confirmed in this idea by find- 
ing, on the re~-commencement of a fecond treaty between 
the above-mentioned parties, that the fhare captain Trevor 
was formerly to have borne in it was now: cdakned to other 
hands, namely, captain Bowler, of the Experiment. 

He continued to command the Windfor under fir C. 
‘Wager, who fucceeded the commodore ; and we find him 2d 
captain in rank on the court-martial convened, at Jamaica, 
for the trials of the captains, Bridges and Windfor, on the 
ajd of July 1708. In the month of September he was 
promoted to the Monmouth, a third rare of feet UNS y 
newly arrived from Europe, his old thip, the Windfor, 
Deing ordered home as unfit for fayther firvice, without a 
thorough repair. Rear-admiral Wager himfelf -returned 
to England in the month of O&ober £710, leaving cap- 
tain Trevor commander-in-chief on that flation pro 
tempore. He was relieved by commodore Spann, and re~ 
turned to Europe in the following (pring. 

‘We do not find any mention made of captain Trevor 
after this time till the year 1717, when we believe hifn to 
have commanded the Exeter, of fixty guns, one of the fleet 
defigned for the Baltic under fir George Byng, as he did, 
in 1722, the Medway, of the fame force, ofdored on the 
fame fervice as the former, in the fect commanded by 
fir John Norsis. In 1726 he was zppoinied to the Eli- 
zabeth, of feventy guns, in which he failed, for the third 
time, to the Baltic, under the orders of fir Charles 
Wager, being ftationed in the line as one of the feconds 
to fir George Walton, the fecond in command. This 
expedition was equally uninterefting with thofe which 
had preceded it; and we have no seafon to fuppofe that, 
after the conclufion of it, capt. Trevor ever went againto fea. 
In 1736 he retired altogether from the fervice, on being 
appointed a captain jn Greenwich-hefpital. In the fal= 
lowing year he was promoted, wpom the death of Mr.

Soanes, to be the licutenant-goveror of the fame, but 
unhappily did not long enjoy thi honourable advance- 
ment, dying on the ith of January 1739-40. 

WALTON, Sit George—was a man who, from 
fome particular circumftances, we believe to have been af 
obfcure origin, an homely truth, which mutt caufe him 
to rife with additional fplendor fin the public efteem, as 
from thence we mutt be convinced he owed his atrain- 
ment of the higheft degree of popular favour, as well as 
that_rank he fo defervedly reached in the fervice, merely 
to his own merit, unalloyed by intereft, or what is vulgu- 
larly called connexion, and minifterial favour. We find 
him to have been appointed, in the ycar 1692, firlt lieu= 
tenant of the Devonthire, of eighty guns. He in all 

robability had attained the rank of licurenant fome years 

fore, but the particulars of his appointments have not 
come to our knowledge. In 1695 fe was firit licurenant 
Of the Reftoration, of feventy guns, one of fir Cloudefley 
Shovel’s divifion in the main fleet: but it can fcarcely be 
expested, we fhould in this early part of his life, have 
it in our power to do more than barely record thefe 
biographical points, trivial and infignificant as they are. 
On the ‘r9th of January 1697, he was promoted to the 
command of the Seaford frigate. This thip being put out 
of commiffion, and taken into dock for repair, after 
the’ conclufiony of the peace at Ryfwic, we believe 
captain Walton to have accepted of the command of = 
Smynia fhip, called the Delaware; in which he cuntinued 
for one voyage, or, at moft, two. In the year 1699, he 
‘was captain of the Seahorfe, a {mall frigate on the Me- 
diterranean Station, but where he met with no occur- 
rence worth recording. 

‘The reitlefs temper of Louis the Fourteenth rendering 
it more than probable it would be impoflible to kee] 
terms with him longer than while his inability to do mit 
chief prevented his natural genius and turn of mind from 
difplaying itfelf, a Acet was ordered to be equipped for 
the Welt Indies towards the end of the year 1701, and 
put under the command of vice-admiral Benbow, as has 
been already ftated in the account of that gentleman *.

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cotmand of the Rub), a fourth rate of forty-cight gurisy 
‘Was one of the officers who accompanied him; and was 
alfo one of thofe few brave men, to whofe gallantry the 
admiral was, in the memorable aétion uw Cafe, in- 
débted for fis prefervation, in all probability, from cap- 
tivity*. His conduc of that trying occafion renders the 
higheft praife and panegyric too feeble 10 do it proper 
juftice: to every difcoursging circumftarce, to every flu- 
died caufe of depreffion, that the malignant hearts of 
feveral of his comrades could invent and contrive, his 
inagnanimity ahd honourable fpirit rofe fuperior. Princi- 
py through his affiftance, the traitercns intentions of 

¢ captains Kirkby, and others, were not only frultrated, 
but the French chef de Efcadre himfelf, was happy to 
retire with the bare ignominy of a defeat, complete in 
every refpect except that of his not becoming the prifoner 
of the Britith flag. 

On his return from the Weit Indies, in 1704, he was 
promoted to the Canterbury, of fixty guns, and fem to 
the Mediterranean in the following year, under fir C. 
Shovel and the earl of Peterborough, who, by a ftrange 
@apricioulnefs and turn of mind in minifters, was ap- 
pointed with the former, joint-admiral and commander- 
in-chief of the fleet. In the month of Oétober he was 
difpatched for England before the ficet, and brought the 
fre confirmation of the furrender of @arcelona, He 
continued to command the Canterbury feveral years; and, 
in 1707, we find him one of the capiains in fir ‘I'tomas 
Hardy's fquadron, at the time that gentleman was fent to 
convoy the outward-bound Lifbon fleet. His fair ind 
honourable teftimony of the commander-in-chief's gal- 
Jantry and good conduét in that affair, which drew on 
him fo much unmesited abloney, not nly tended toepra- 
duce his legal acquittal, but alfo contributed exceedingly 
to seftore him to that degree of popiilar favour, which, to: 
Speak candidly, he never deferved to have fortcited. 

After this time we belicve captain Walton to have been 
rincipally employed in the Mediterranean; but we-have 
ecn unable to afvertain this fact to our own fatisfaction, as 

well as to difeover the precife time when he quitted the 
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command of the Canterbury. ‘Th firtt {pecific mention 
we find made of him is in the yor 1781, at which time 
ke commanded the Montague, of fixty guns, one of fir 
Hovenden Walker's [quadron, employed on the unfortu- 
nate expedition againft Quebec 4 but in which, if he was 
unable to acquire fame, he had pt leaft the negative fatis- 
fadtion of efcaping all cenfure. We are again totally unable 
to give any account of captain Walton during a long, 
though, far as relates to naval affairs, a very beatae | 
interval ; for we do not find any mention made of him ti 
the year 1718, when he-again commanded his old thi 
the Canterbury, and was fent, under the command of fir 
George Byng, to the Mediterranean, His very gallant 
behaviour in the memorable engagement with the Spanifh 
fleet off Sicily is almoft too well known to render any 
account of it neceffary: it may admit of fome difpute, 
whether this gentleman derived a greater degree of po~ 
pular favour from the gallantry his condudl itfelf dif 
played, or the very fingalar account he * rendered of it to 
his commander-in-chief, and the world. It became an 
univerfal topic of gerterous mirth, which applauded with 
a-gratitude as unbounded, as the canfe itfelf, taken altoge- 
ther, was, pethaps, unprecedented. 
However notorious this particular piece of naval hiftory 
tmay be, it would certainly be an a¢t of injuftice not to 
ive a concife detail of it, On the 11th of Augult the 
ritith fect, which had, during the preceding day and 
night, been in clofe purfuit of the Spaniards, having fo 
confiderably neared them as to renider an engagement

eloquence, thatit is well worth inferting.” 
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‘unavoidable, the ma?guis de Mari, one of their rear-ad= 
fnirals, feparated fromthe body of the fleet and ran in for 
the Sicilian thore; with Fx thips of war, and all the gallies, 
ftorethips, bombketches, and firethips. Captain Walton 
‘was immediately aot after them with fix fhips of the 





line, by the commandes-in-chief, who himfelf purfued 
the remainder, and foon}began to attack. The Argyle, 
which was the headmoft thip of captain Walton's detach- 
ment, having got nearly clofe up with one of the Spanith 
fhips of war, fired a thot acrofs her, as is cultomary, to 
bring her to, “The enemy taking no notice of it, the 
Argyle fired a fecond, which was equally ineffectual : and 
the Canterbury, who was now approached very near, 
firing a third, the engagement commenced in camelt 
immediately, by the Spanith fhip returning the fire of the 
Canterbury with her ftern chace. 

‘The refult is not only well :nown, but was, what was 
Yo concifely ftated in captain Walton's di/paich, His 
prizes, and the feveral operations previous to their cap- 
ture, would, as it is remarked by Campbell, «* have furs 
nithed matter for fome pages ina French relation,” for 
from his marginal lift referred to, it appeared he had cap- 
tured four Spanifh (hips of war, one of them mounting 
fixty guns, commanded by reat-admiral Mari himftif, 
one of fifty-four, one of furty, and one of twenty-four 

ins, with a bomb veffel and a thip Jaden with arms; and 

ad burnt one fhip of war mounting fifty-four guns, twa 
of forty, and one of thirty, a firethip and a bomb-ketch. 

His behaviour on this occafion procured him the ho- 
nour of knighthood immediately on his return; and fome, 
among the reft Mr. Corbet, have mentioned his promo- 
tion to be rear-admiral of the blue, which did not take 
fx till the 16th of February 1722-3, as beltowed on 
him for the fame reafon : but however fir George, as we 
mutt now call him, might jufly merit it, it is not to be 
reckoned among the lif ‘of his rewards, he having been 
advanced to be a flag-officer in conformity to the generat 
cultom of the fervice, and not till he, confidered asa man 
of isreproachable charaéter, would haye been unjuilly 
rated, had lie not received it, even fuppofing he had not 
been prefent at the ation off Cape Pailaro. Sir George 
had no appointment in actual fervicey as a flag officer, till

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the year 1726, when, having hoifteg his flag on board the 

Cumberland, he was made fecoyf in command of the 

fleet, fent to the Baltic under fir @. Wager; the caufe and. 
particularsof which expedition arq to be found in that admi- 

Tals life*. On April 2, 1727, hp was advanced tobe rear- 

admiral of the red, and fent out, Jn the month of Oétober, 

with a reinforcement of four fhips t of the line, to fir C. 

‘Wager, who then commanded a fquadron ftationed at 

Gibraltar to cover that important place, and watch the 
motions of the Spaniards. 

‘The rcar-admiral was immediately feat out to cruife. 
of cape §t. Vincent's, with a fquadron of feven hips of 
the line befides frigates. Sir George returned to England 
after a very uninterefting expedition, and arrived in Port- 
land road on the 15th of January 1727-8, having been a 
few days before advanced to be vice-admiral of the blue. 
News of the death of vice-admiral Hopfon arriving in 
England in the month of July, fir George was, on the 
xgth, advanced to be vice-admiral of the white, In 
1729 he was appointed fecond in command of the fleet 
under his old colleague, fir Charles Wager; but this 
armament, which was intended merely as provifional, 
having ‘by jts equipment only fuficicntly kept the Spa- 
niards in awe, we do nat believe it ever even put to fea, 
In 1731 fir George was again called into alive fervice, 
and hoifted his flag in confequence on board the Sunder~ 
land, of fixty guns, at Spithead: but it appears alfo on 
this occafion, as well as the former, that he did not put 
to fea. On the 2gth of June 1732, he was farther ad- 
vanced to be vice-admiral of the red; as he was, on the 
26th of February 1733-4, to be admiral of the blue. In 
the month of June following he commanded a fquadron of 
thigteen thips of war at the Nore, which appcars to have 
bean the laft a pointment he ever held, for, in 1735, he 
retired altogether from the line of ative fervice ona penfion 
of 6ool. a year. He died fometime in the year 1749, and

BELVIN, Robert, — although régularly appointed 
captain of a thifp of war, is fcarcely entitled to a place 
here, except on account of the very extraordinary anec~ 
dote that attends his promotion, and which, not to fpeak 
paradoxically, is the very reafon why he has a lefs claim 
fo the rank of a naval commarder. After having regu- 
larly ferved as a lientenant, he was promoted to the comy 
mand of the Trident on the 27th of January 1698, but 
neyer took out his commiffion, having, tn lieu of it, ace 
cepted of « purfer's warrant for a firft rate!!! The time 
of his death is unknown. 

BRISCOE, Edward, —is known only as having been 
appointed captain of the Sun Prize, a frigate of tweaty- 
four guns, on the 8th of November 1698. ‘No mention 
is made even of the time of his death. 

DAMPIER, William.—The name of thig gentleman, 
as a navigator, is too generally koown to make it necef- 
fary for us to expatiate on his merit in ¢hat particular 
Tine. His celebrity recommended him, through the 
sight honourable Mr. Montague, prefident of the royal 
fociety, to the notice of the earl of Orford™, at that time

reft he was, on the 26th of Jul 
mander of the Roebuck, 2 {mall frigate then equippin, 
for a yoyage of difcovery. But ft is neveilury we thou! 
firlt make fome mention of his fife and former voyages, 
which were the caufe of his being entithd to a place here, 
He was born in the year 1652) being defcended from a 
refpeStable family in the county df Somerfet and conceived 
an early difpolition for adventure, efpecially that parti- 
cular {pecies conneeted with maritime difcovery and travel. 
Ue informs us he not originally intended by his father 
aud mother for the fea, bur that upon*their death his 
guardians removed him from fchoo), where he had been 
placed by his parents; and after having caufed him to be 
properly inftruéted inv fuch branches of knowledge as were 
calculated to render him {crvice in fuch a ftation, bound him 
apprentice to the matter of a vellelbelongingto Weymouth. 
r. Dampier very fairly exonerates thofe who had the 
care of him from any blame that might be thrown on them 
for this apparent defeat of his parents intentions, by con 
felling, that in adopting the above meafure they only 
consplied with a very early inclination he had of feeing the 
world. He firt begun by making a fliurt voyage to 
France, and afterwards one to Newfoundland, at which 
time he was only eighteen years old, He tells us tht he 
fuffered fu much from the feverity of the cold at the lait 
place, that he for a time yave up all thoughts of purfuing 
a naval life; neverihelefs, as if fate had pre-ordained his 
celebrity as'2 navigator, he relaxed from this xelulution 
on hearing of an Eft India {hip that was then ready to 
fail, He entered on board as a foxcmaft-man, and conti- 
nued in that (ation during the whole voyage. He was 
not abfent from England much longer than twelve 
months: and the fecond Dutch war breaking out foon 
after his return, he continued at home during the re- 
mainder of that year, living with his brother, who appears 
to have been a man of fome property and eftate in the 
gounty of Somerfet. In the enfuing {pring he grew 
weary of fo indolent a life, and entered on board the 
Royal Prince, the {hip which carried the flag of fir Ed- 
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He was prefent & both the firft and Tecond a@ions 
which took place with the Dutch fleet in this year; but 
being taken very fuddekly il! only a day or two before the 
third happened, was pit on board an hofpital thip, in 
which he was conveyed to Harwich, wih a number of 
other fick and wounded nen, The war nessly concluding 
with the batle above-alluded to, and having continued 
fometime in the hofpital in 2 very weak and languifhing 
condition, he went hoine to his brother, where, from 
better care and attention being paid him, he quickly 
recovered. The nation being at peace, and his 
health perfeétly re-eftablithed, he agreed to go ta 
Jamaica, on an offer made him by a colonel Hillier, 
of Eaft Coker, in Somerfetfhire, his. native parifh, 
to be his agent or fteward in that ifland, under a Mr. 
Whalley. He continued with that gentleman for fix 
months, and then entered into an employ in the fame liné 
under-a captain Hemmings. This, however, ill-fuiting 
his genius, and, perhaps, ability, he thipt himfelf with a 
captain Hudfel, who was bound to the bay of Campeachy, 
10 load logwood. 

They failed from Port Royal about the beginning of 
Aug. 1675, and met with no very extraordinary occurrence 
during the voyage. ‘This dhip returning to Jamaica, and 
the crew being difcharged, Mr. Das pier engaged, in the 
month of February 1675-6, with a Mr Johnion, of New 
England, who was bound to the bay on an errand 
fimilar to the former. This voyage was much longes 
than the preceding; and he did not return to Jamaica tillthe 
month of April 1678. He failed from thence tor Eng- 
land, whence he again prepared to return to the bay of 
Campeachy, having embarked, carly jn the year 1679, 
as a paffenger on board the Loyal Merchant, a trading 
thip bound for Jamaiga. When he reached that ifland*he 
changed his former refolution, and having dlspoted of fuch, 
commodities as he brought with him from England, for 
the purpofe of trade, was about to return to his native 
country, when he was prevailed to alter his plan a fecond 
time, ‘and accompany'a’Mr. Hobby to the Mufquita 
fhore. 7 . 

‘They had proceeded no farther on their voyage than 
the weft end of Jamaica, when all the men, himfelf ex- 
cepted, deferte his patron to go on a buccantering expe 
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dition to the Spanifh main. After 7/few days Mr. Dam- 
pier, whowas thusleft alone with Mg Hobby,was prevailed 
on fo accompany them alfo. Tier firlt expedition was 
againit Portobello, which having fficceeded, they fet forth, 
on the 5th of April 1680, to majch acrofs the ifthmus of 
Darien; and, when they reached the South Seas, embarked 
in fuch canoes and yeffels as the Indians furnifhed them: 
with. By the 23d of April they reached Panama, and after 
having in vein attacked Puebla Nova, in which affault’ 

Joft captain Sawkings, who, till then, aéted as thei 
commander, fteered their courfe to the fouthward for. 
Peru. They continued in the South Sea’, varioully oc- 
cupied in cruifing, thou a with indifferent fuccefs, azainft 
the enemy, and quarreling among themfelves, till the 
month of April 1681. A feparation then took place 
between the two contending parties; the molt formidable 
of thefe continued with a captain Sharp, who had been 
chofen commander, though not unanimoufly, bein, 
thought, by Mr. Dampier and others, ill-quatified for 
fuch a {tation ; while that gentlemen with the remainder, 
amounting to about fifty perfons, embarked to feek their 
fortune, furnifhed only with a large boat, or Jaunch, and 
one or two canoes: thefe being far inadequate to the 
purpofe, they took the firlt opportunity of bettering their 
condition, by feizing a bark laden with timber for 
Guiaquil. 

After efcaping a multitude of dangers from the Spani(h 
guarda coftas, Ms. Dampier and his perple agreed at lalty 
to run their veffel on thore, and retum back over the 
ifthmus to the Gulph of Mexico. They began their 
march on the iitof? May 1681, and, after a tedious and 
dangerous journey of twenty-three days, got on board a 
buccaneer, laying near the mouth of the river Conception, 
commanded by captain Triftram, a Frenchman. This 
velfel, with feveral others, manned with crews of the 
fame profeffion, continued cruifing, with moderate fuccefs, 
till the month of July 1682, when they pe into Virginia. 
A new band of adventurers was here formed in the fol 
lowing year, confifting of feveral from among thofe who 
came from the South Seas with Mr. Dampier, recruited 
by fome newly cntered men, fo asto make up a crew of 
feventy perfons. ‘ 
; Their 
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“Pasciz velfel, which was called the Cygnet, was well 
eqvipped for the in\ended fervice, mounting eighteen 
guns, and well ftored with every thing necellary for a 
crajfe in the South Se\s, whither it was determined to 
proceed. They failed From Virginia, on their intended 
wi on the 23d of ft 1683, having chofen a Mr, 
Cook, who had come with them fon the South Seas, as 
their commander. They paffed through the ftreights Le 
Maire and round Terra de! Fuego, fo that they did not 
seach the ifland of Juan Fernandes, in the South Seas, till 
March 22, 1684; but during their whole voyage they met 
“with ao occurrence worth relating, except their having 
met a {hip in the South Seas, fent from London on the 
fame errand with themfelves, and commanded by a cap- 
tain Exton, with whom they all agreed to affociate, and 
join company. 

Having refrefhed their people, they failed from the 
above-mentioned ifland, ufter a flay of fixteen days, and 
cruifed ia the South Seas with very good fuccefs, being 
afterwards joined by fevers) celebrated adventurers in the 
Jame line. They made fome valuable prizes; but their 
Principal hope and pusfuit was the capture, or at leait 
attack of the Spanith fleet, bound from Lima to Pat:ama. 
ier waited with much impaticnce for this expected 
object, which they at length got fight of and chaced, on 
the 28th of May 1685, but by a dextrous maneuvre were 
thrown to leeward by the Spiniards, who, during the 
enfuing night, fent one of their final yeffels, with a light, 
to decoy the Englifh, and by that mezns enable them to 
gain the weather gage. All their hopes of conqueft were 
vanifhed with the dawn; and the promifed pleafures of 
acquired wealth were totally fuperceded by the anxiety of 
felf-prefervation: the Spaniards, who were to windward 
and far exceeding the buccaneers both in ftrength and 
numbers, became themfelves the aluilants ; and bad they 
not wanted trae to purfue their advantage properly, 
would, in all probability, have captured the greater part 
of the buccaneers. After this grievous difappointmert 
they {toad farther to the nosthward, and were, by turns, 
unfortunate and fuccefsful ina variety of petty cntexprifes 
which they undertook; the molt memorable of which wass 
the furprize of the city of Leon, which was facked and 

r burnt, 
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burnt. They continued afterwards to‘cruife on the coaft 
of Mexico, where they met with very/indifferent fortune®, 
till the grit ef March 1686, when/ having parted com- 
pany with all their former compapions, and being now 
reduced to a company of one hurkired and fifty perfone 
on board one fhip and a tender, tey took their departure 
from Cape Corientes, on the coait of California, for the 
Eatt Indies. ‘ 

‘They made the ifland of Guam on the 2oth of May, 
and in good time, their provifions being nearly-all ex- 
pended. A friendly Intercourfe was foun eftablifhed, and 
Continued to be kept up between the fhips and th: Spanif, 
governor, notwithitanding the latter was well apprifed of 
the profeffion of his vilitors, Neverthelefs, as he was 
neither able to with{tand an attack, nor the fhips inclined 
to make one, which, though it proved fuccelsful, {hoy 
well knew would not repay them for the trouble and lols 
they might probably fuftain, it appeared, as if mutually 
agreed, that hoftilities thould be confined to the wealthy 
coalts of Peru, or to fuch encounters as would repay the 
courage of the vidtors, and that in every other part of the 
world, Spaniards and buccanecrs fhould meet as apparent 
friends... On the ad of June they failed from Guam for 
Mindanoa, onc of the Philipinc iflands, which they reached 
in fafety on the 22d of the fame month. ‘They continued 
at this place till the middle of January 1687, when they 
Jeft the river of Mindanaot, intending to cruife off | Mave:

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On this ftation they took two prizes of fmall-value, ond 
of them of fo little chnfequence, that it was immediate! 
Feleafed. They cont|nued thus occupied, though with 
very indifferent fucceff, till the month of May 1588. 
‘The repeated feuds and, difturbances that prevailed among 
the crew, their irregular riotous mode of conduGting them- 
felves, and above all, the difreputable occupation itfelf, all 
tended, at this time, to induce Mr, Dampier to quit them. 
After a little altercation, and fubduing a few difficulties, 
he was at length put a fhose on the ifle of Nicholas, with 
a Mr. Hall, and a man of the name of Ambrofe. After 
efcaping many dangers he at lait arrived at Bencoolen, 
where he was well received and appointed mafter-gunner 
of the fort there. Still, however, he continued unealy, 
anxioufly waiting for an opportunity to return to Eng-

The fick being tolerably 
‘well recovered, and the place of thofe who had unhappily 
died in fome meafure fupplied by Dutch men, entered at 
the Cape by ftealth, rte failed from thence on the 
23d of May, and after touching at St. Helena, arrived in 
the Downs without meeting with any remarkable occur- 
rence on the 16th of September 1691. 

Mr. Dampier had brought with him to England an 
Indian chief curioufly tatowed, or, as he itijes it, painted. 
Ths perfon he had bought in India, in conjun&ion 

ith a Mr. Mgody, and he was for fome time thewn for 
a fight ; but Mr. Dampier being in rather diftreffed cir- 
cumftances, was obliged to difpofe of a part of this (tran 
Property, and by degrees, afterwards of the whole. He 
does not make any mention in his voyages how he was 
employed for cight years after the time of his arrival im 
England, fo that we prefume him to have continued 
Rrincipally at home till he became commander of the 

oebuck, as already ftated. In this velfel, which 
mounted only twelve guns, he failed from the Downs, on a 
voyage of difcovery, with a fair wind, ‘on the iath of 
January 1698-9. Being viGwalled and equipped for a 
Voyage of twenty months, he proceeded by Teneriffe and 
Brazil to the Cape of Good Hope, and from thence to 
New Holland ; in the difcovery of which he made conGe 
derable progrefs. He would have purfued his irlten- 
tions, and indeed inftrudtions, of acquiring a ftill more 
perfedt knowledge of that country, had he not been com- 
pelled, after Sailing up that extenive coaft for five weeks, 
tp bear away for the ifland of Timor, in confequence,of 
his people being terribly affi@ed with the fcurvy, princi- 
splly occafioned by the water they had taken on board 
from that coaft, which, though brackith, was the beft they 
could at that time meet with. 

Captain Dampier, his people having in fome meafure 
recovered their health and (trength, again failed from Ti- 
mor, on the rath of December 1699, and arrived off the 
coaft of New Guinea on the tft of January 1700, Here 
he made a confiderable number of new difcovcries, par- 
Sioularly of a large iand which he called New Brean 

ving, 
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Indving coated reend it, and found our a , Whielt 
Ihe cter fince borne his mme. The phobiers eater 
thonfoon approaching, he refelved to Meer for Batavia, 
‘Where he arrived the Feginni g of fuly. He continued 
* ie that port till the 17th of Odtober, and met with no- 
thing very remarkable afterwards, during his paffage to 
the iflatid of Afcenfion, which he got fight of on the arft 
of February. Between eight and nine o'clock in the 
morning of the 22d the thip fprung a darigerons leak 
which quickly encreafed in fo violent a degree, that the 
chain-pump could not keep the fhip clear. Every pofs 
fiblé method was tried to retiedy this difafter, at laft, yr 
the affiftance of the hand-pump the {hip was freed from 
water; and by continuing thofe exertions. it was kept 
onder. Early on the following morning captain Dampier 
feed for the bay and anchored there, at the diftance of 
two wiles from the fhoré, about niné o’cléck. Every. 
meafure prudence or ingenuity could fwggeft or contrive, 
to remedy or leffen their difafter, was immediately carried 
into execution. Thefe were unhappily all fruitlefs, for, 
after clearing the part of the fhip where the dofect was, 
in order to get at it within board, the plank wasdifcovered 
to be fo rotteti, that, to ufe Mr. Dampier’s own words, it 
broke away like dirt, 

Nothing remained for Mr. Dampier to do in this dif 
treffed fituation, but to endeavour, if- ible, to fave the 
Hives of his'people. The boats were haitted out although 
it was then dark, that the preale thiche preferve them- 
felves in cafe the {hip fhould appear likely to founder at 
‘het anchor, As foon as day broke they got up their 
znchor and endeavoured to tua in fhare; but the land~ 
breeze prevented them fromy fing this intention fo 
well zs they wifhed, and expedteds~ In the afternoon, on 
the fpringing up of the fea-breezé, they ran into leven 
fathom water, and afterwards w: the veffel, by car- 
rying out a {mall anchor a-head, into three and an half, 
White they fecured her. The gteateft exertions were 
now made to fave fuch articles as were-more immediately 
feceffary for their furure exiftence and prefervation ; all the 
feamen’s chefts and bedding were got fife to land, upon 
a raft, by eight o'clotk at night; and the next at 
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all the fails were unbent and carried on fliore for the pur 
pofe of being converted into tents. 

It was a contiderable velief to their misfertunes that 
this ifland abdunded with turtle; and, to add ftill farther 
to their fatisfaction, they diféovered in a few days after- 
wards a [pring of excellent water, though their joy irzs 
fomewhat damped fron its being eight miles diftdat fom 
the bay where they landed, and where the major part of 
them were oblig continue, for the purpofe of making 
their diftrefs kn« to the firft veffels that fhould put im 
there. To men, however, who have no, other employ: 
ment than that of fatiefying the neceffities of nature, difft- 
culties of this kind gradually become lefs intolerable. After 
continuing on this ifland, therefore, inx ftate by no means 
fo uncomfonable as that experienced by many other un- 
happy voyagers, the expan and his people were relieved 
from their awxiety by the arrival of three Englith men of 
swar®, and the Canterbury Eaft India fhip, on thé 3d of 
April. Captain Dampier.immediately went on board the 
‘Anglefey with the greater part of his people, the remainder 
being difperfed into the other fhips. . 

Me pier and fome: of his officers afterwards re~ 
moved ‘into the Canterbury for the purpofe of getting 
expecivionty co England 23 the Ships Of war, having mife 
fed the ifland of St. Jago, were obliged to bear away for 
Barbadoes tw procure water. Notwithftanding, it was 
uncandid, and, indeed, ungenerous ia the highelt degrev, 
to affix any thing like blame on this gentleman, hecaule 
of the already: félated accident and misfortune; yet we 
find there were Hot wanting thofe, who were by no-means 
thrifty of thele cenfure: of this captain Dampier feelingly 
complains in his dedication to the carl of Pembtoke t, 
of the third volume:of his voyages. ‘* The world (ays 
he) is apt to jadge of every thing by the fuccefs; and whot 
‘ever has ill fortune-will hardly be allowed a good natme. 
"This, my lord, was my unhappinefs in my late expedition 
inthe Roebuck, whicti foundered through perfect age near 
the ifland of Afcenfion. I fuffered extremely in my

tion by that misfortune, thoagh I comfort myfelf 
‘with the thoughts that my enemies could not charge any 
negie& upon me; and fince I have the honour to be 
‘mcquitted by your lordfhip’s {ndement, I fhould be very 
humble not to value myfelf upon fo complete a vindi- 
cation.” 

All the lifts of naval officers, as well thofé in mann- 
feript as that publithed by rear-admiral Hardy, have 
uniformly erred in their account &, this gentleman. 
According to thefe he perithed at thoMime the Rocbuck 
was loft, on the 24th of February 1700. What could 
have led them into fo grofs a miftake we cannot pretend 
to fay, for it is not only contradicted by the dedication 
above quoted, in which he faysy “as the particular fer- 
vice T have noy undertaken hinders me from finifhing 
this yolume, fo I hope it will give me an opportunity of 
paying my Dalyettale sche lordfhip in a new one.” Bot 
in the Gazcttc, No. 3906, is the following notifications 
© St. James's, Apri r8, Captain Wilifan Dampier 
being prepared to depart on another voyage to the Welt 
Indies, had the honour to kifs her majettys hand on 
Friday laft, being’ introduced by his royal highnefs the 
lord high admiral.” It appears, however, that he did not 
fail on this expedition till the year 17047 in the courfe 
of it he took the town of Puna, in the South Seas; but 

utting into Batavia on his return, was there imprifoncd 
By the Dutch, who feized on all his effets. He returned 
10 England after his releafe, but does not appear to have 
ever afterwards been employed in the royal abe There 
is indeed a report, that he was difmiffed, or fufpended 
from the fervicc by the fentence of @ Seurt-martial for 
amifbehaviour and ill-treatment of his officers and people: 
‘but this circumitance is by no means fufficiently eitab- 
Tied to warrant our pofitiyely afferting it. He after 
wards accompanied the celebrated captain Woodes Rogers 
in his voyage round the world, in the capacity of matter 
and rerurned with him to England, where he arrived on 
the ft of Ogtober 1711. No particulars are known 
relative to him after this time. The hiftory of his voyages, 
particularly his firft round the world, has been trantlated 
Anto mott European laiguages, while his alfiduity, and un- 
Temitted perfeverance, has entitled him to a rank among 

the ableft navigators. 
HUNTER, 
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HUNTER, Colin.—It is very apparent, from his 
name, this gentleman was of Scotch extraction. We 
hear nothing of him till he was, on the 24th of June* 
1698, appointed commander of the Dolphin : he was dif 
miffed from this fhip, and from the fervice altogether, on 
the 7th of Augult 1700, but on what particular account 
does not appear. 

MOSES, William,—the brother of captain John 
Mofes, of whom a fhort account has been already given ty 
‘was appointed captain of the Winchelfea on the 13th of 
December 1698. He never was fortuaate enough to 
obtain any command fo confequential as to afford him an 
opportunity of diftinguifbing himfelf out of the ordinary 
and unnoticed line of fervice. This might, and we be- 
lieve was, entirely owing to an infirm ftate of healthy 
under which he laboured, for a great number of years 
previous to his death. In confequence of this natural 
and truly pitiable incapacity, he retired with 2 penfion as 
a fuperannuated captain. He enjoyed this many years, 
if the term may be thought applicable to any perfon in 
the fate above-defcrined. He died on the 3d af February 
1740, having then attained his eighty-firft year. A plain 
undecorated ftone, affording us ibe bre Gdoctiatlenr ie 
laid over his remains in Deptford church-yard, where it 
alfo appears the remainder of his family was interred. 

KE, John,—wzs, on the gth of November 1698, 
appuinted captain of the Queenborough frigate, and died 
on the 13th of January following. 

SMITH, George,—was advanced to the rank of liew- 
tenant in the navy foon after the revolution, He was 
appointed fecond lieutenant of the Deptford, of fifty guns, 
in 1692; and after having ferved in the fame flation on 
board divers other fhips, was, on the 21ft of November 
1698, promoted 1o the command of the Coventry. After 
the acceffion of queen Anne he was advanced to be captain 
of the Warwick, of fifty guns, and lent to the Welt Indies, 
where he died on the af of November 1704.

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ALLEN, Bennet,—had the honour of being brought 
into the navy under the fpecial countenance and proiec- 
tion of fir Cloudetly Shovel, a patronage which we are 
forry to fay his fubfequent condut proved him to have 
been by no means worthy of. He was {pecially recom- 
meniled by the worthy admiral jult mentioned, to be pro~ 
moted to the rank of lieutenant, in the month of Janu- 
ary 1695-6; and, through the fame interult, after having 
‘on all occafions deported himfclf highly to the fatisfaction 
of thofe ynder whom he ferved, was advanced, on the 
a7th of February 1699, to be captain of the Maidftone. 
After the acceffion of queen Anne he was promoted to the 
Lark ; from which (hip he was difmiiffed for mifconduat, 
by the fentence of a court-martial, on the sth of Auguit 
3703. Others, with much greater appearance of truth 
on their fide, affert, that he was only fined three months 
pay. We adopt the latter as the molt probable ftate of 
his fentence, for we find him not long afterwards captain 
of the Montague. His former cenfure bad not the good 
effet of amending his conduct, for, in the year 1706, he 
was difmilled from the lait mentioned fhip in the Welt 
Indies for mifbehaviour, by the Ipecial order of the prince 
of Denmark, at that time lord high admiral. The parti- 
cular caufe of this order is no where given, except the 
general one of mifconduét on the reprefentation of go- 
vernor Handafide. He furvived many years, living, as'‘we 
believe, totally in retirement till the time of his death, 
which happened not till the month of September 1750. 

BLLLL IGSLEY, Rupert-— The firft informztion 
we have of this gentleman is, “hat he was, on the 
aath of January 1698, apociniee. commander of the 
Queenborough frivate. We hear nothing of hint 
afier this time till the begining’ of the year 1704, 
when he was promoted to the command of the Litchfield, of 
fifty guns, and employed as a cruifer during that year, 

princi- 
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principally in the German ocean, where he had the good 
fortune to make many prizes; the greater part of them, 
indeed, were of little confequence, the largell a frigate of 
twenty-two guns, called the Sun Prize. We do not 
hear any mention of this gentleman during the year 1705; 
but in the enfuing fummer we find him commanding a 
fhip of the line in the Mediterranean, under fir J. Leake, 
who appointed him to a@ as lieutenant-colonel of the 
reginient of volunteer feamen, raifed for the purpofe of 
aflitting in the reduction of Alicant. We have not been 
able to collect any other particulars relative to this gentle= 
man, except the dete of his death, which happened on the 
rsth of December 1720. 

BOKENHAM, Robert *,—we do not find mentioned 
any where till the time of his appointment, on the 6th of 
May 1699, to be captain of the Coventry frigate. Pre- 
vious tothe acceifion of queen Anne, andthe recommence- 
ment of war with France, he was appointed to command 
the Chatham t, of fifty guns, and ordered on a cruife off 
the coaft of Francet. He difplayed confiderable activity 
in this employment after the rupture had taken place; 
but, neverthelefs, was not happy enough to effec 
any fervice more memorable, during fome months, 
than that of capturing a {mall fluop of war, mounting 
eight guns. “In the month of Augu(t, however, he 
was more fuccelsful, having had the good fortune, in 
company with fome other thips of war, 10 fall in with 
the [ates and Augulte, two French thips of the Jine:the

in the month of January 1704-5, had the {till farther good 
fortune to fall in with a large French private fhip of war, 
mounting 32 guns, called the Conftable, of St. Malocs, 
which he captured after a {mart aétion of an hour's con- 
tinuance, in which the Chatham had eight inen killed and 
‘wounded, the enemy thirty. This encounter took place 
about thirty Icagues to the weltward of Cape Clear. 
Not long after his return into port with his prize, he 
‘was appointed to commani the Aujautte, the French fhip 
of war, tu the capture of which he had, as has already 
heen ftated, fo eminently contributed. He died captain 
of this thip in the month of Augult 1707. 

COCK, "William, — was, on the veh of November 
1699, appointed to commant the Harwich, a fourth rate 
of fifty guns. Sometime afier the acceilion of queen

About this time captain Robert Bokenham, who commanded her 
anajelly's thip the Chatham, of filty guns, being a-head of the admiral, 
about two in the morning, fell in with two French thips of war, called 
the Jafon and the Augufle, which gerting between ker and the body 
of the feet, fic engaged them at the diftance of about piftol thor; but 
‘when it was broad day-light, they, feeing our ftrengtb, left her, and

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Anne, he was made captain of the Dartmouth, a thip of 
the fame rate as the former, The moft confequential 
fervice in which we find any mention made of this gen- 
tleman, is that of convoying the Ealt India trade to and 
from St. Helena, in which we believe him to have been 
uninterruptedly engaged from the year 1705 to 1708. 
During his two firit voyages he was under the orders of 
captain Francis Hozier, but afterwards he appears to have 
been himfelf the commanding officer of the efcort. 
During a thort time in the beginning of the year 1707, 
he was ordered to join the {quadron in foyndings, at that 
time commanded by fir Thomas Hardy, but appears to 
have quitted him before tie failed for Lifbon, 10 convay 
the outward-hound fleet thither. in the month of July. 
After this time we find no other mention made of him 
except that he was difmiffed the fervice in the year 17155 
on what ground is not {tated, but it is not improbable to 
rave been on acconnt of a difference of political principles. 
The time of his death is net mentiofied. 

LETCHMERE, Edward, or rather, as we believe, 
Edmund,—was, on the 16th of March 1699, promoted 
to be captain of the Lynn. He was twice afterwards re- 
appointed to the fame yeffel, firft on the gth of July 
1700, and again on the 26th of May 1701. After the 
acceffion of queen Anne he was removed into the Lyme, 
and flationcd to cruife in the Channel, a fervice in which 
he met with confiderable fuccefs, having taken many 

rizes. He continued in the fame line of employment 
till the time of his death, which happened on the 16th of 
Jan. 1793-4, in an aGtion with a large French privateer 
off the Deadman. The enemy's fhip mounted forty-fix 
guns, the Lyme thisty-two only ; but, after a defperate en- 
gagement of three hours, the former was content to yield 
the honour at leat, of viGory, to her very inferior ‘an~ 
tagonift, who was too much difabled to prevent her flight. 
Captain Letchmere was fo defperately wounded in this 
encounter, that he died the next moming. Thirty-fix of 
the crew were kitled and wounded. 

MITCHEL, Thomas, —- was, on the 2sth of July 
1699, appointed captain of the Falmouth of fifty guns. 
We do not find dny other mentioA made of this gentle- 
Man, except that he was put on the fuperannuated lift, 
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with a penfion, of g11. 5s. per ann. by order dated July 
the gth, 1708, and thar he died on the 24th of February 


1714. 

TROMsEY, Edward. —We believe this gentleman ta 
have been appointed a lieutenant foon after the revolu- 
tion, but have no certain information concerning him 
till the year 1695, when he ferved as firft lieutenant of the 
Durchefs, of ninety guns, commanded by captain Ley, 
and employed during that year in the main fleet, being 
ftationed in the line as one of the feconds to fir Cleudefley 
Shovel. He wqs afierwards appointed adiry commander 
of a floop of war of ten guns, called the Jolly Prize. On 
the xft of September 1699, he was promoted to the com- 
mand of the Lizard frigate. After which time he ex- 
pericnced,in commenwith a number of other brave and dif. 
Tinguifhed charaGers, the misfortune of being totally 
unknown and unnoticed, till we arrive at that fatal period 
which, while on one hand, it leads us to commiferate his 
fate, on the other entitles him to the highelt pofthumous 
praife and veneration. 

In thie year 1710, being then captain of the Pembroke, 
of fixty-four guns, one of the eet under fir J. Norris, in the 
Mediterrancan, and ordered on acruife, in company with 
the Falcon frigate, commanded by captain Conftable, 
they fell in with three French fhips of war, one of 
feventy, a fecond of fixty, and a third of fifty-four guns. 
Againtt this very unequal force the Englith (hips for = 
Jong time contended, with a valour meriting a much better 
fate: the Pembroke and Falcon were at laft both com- 

led to furrender ; but this did not take place till captain 

umfey was unhappily killed, and an htindsed and fort 
of the crew killed or wounded. The fhip itfelf was alfo 
completely difabled, her mizen-maft being fhot by the 
board, and her rigging almolt totally deftroyed. ‘The 
above defperate encounter took place on the 2gth of 
December 1710. 

SCALLY, William,—was, on the 26thof June 1649, 
appointed commander uf the Glouceller; and was re- 
commiffioned to the fame thip on the roth of July 1700. 
After the return of the fleet from Cadiz and Vigo, under 
the command of fir G. Rooke, iv the year 1702, he was 
removed on the 24d of January into the Kiofele, and foon 
afterwards promoted tothe Ranelagh, of 8o guns, the io

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doard which rear-admiral Byng hoifted his flag es com- 
mander of a divifion of the flcet, fent under Gr ©. Shovel, 
to the Mediterranean. He died at Leghorn during this 
expedition, on the 26th of September 1703.

CLEMENTS, Bartholomew, — is known only as 
haying been appointed to command the Kinfele on the 
13th of June 1700. Even the time of his death is 20 
where given, far as we have been able to difcover. 

MARTIN, George,—is fuppofed by fome to have 
been appointed 2 lieutenant foon after the revolution, and 
to have ferved as fourth licutenant of the Royal William 
during the years 1692 and 3. This circumftance docs 
not however appear to be very clearly eftablithed: and 
the firft information that we can ftriétly depend upon con- 
cerning him is, that he was, on the 8th of July 1700, 
appointed commander of the Lizard frigate. We have 
not been able to meet with the fmalle(t occurrence worth 
reciting relative to this gentleman, till the year 1710, 
when we find him captain of the Dragon, of fifty guns, 
and appointed commodore of a Small expedition deltined 
for the attack of Nova Scotia. The naval force fent 
from England on tnis occafion confifted only of the 
Dragon, above-mentioned, and the Falmouth of the fame 
force, commanded by captain Walter Ryddel. Thefe 
had under their convoy eighteen merchant Ships, the Star 
bomb-thip, anda tender, together with feveral tranfports, 
having on board a number of Britith officers, a quantity of 
flores and provifions, and a regiment of marines, under 
colonel Francis Nichelfon, who was appointed com- 
mander-in-chicf of the land forces. ‘This little fleet *

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iailed from Spitheud on the Bth ot May, and arrived at 
Bofow-on the rsth of July. Captain Martin was these 
joined by the Loweitoffe and Feverfham frigates from 
few York, as he wasfome time afterwards by the Chetter, 
‘a fourth rate, commanded by captain T. Mathews. The ne- 
ceffary levies of recruits, the colleétion of tranfports, ftores, 
and provifions were immediately entered upon with much 
fpirit and diligence by colonel Nicholfon, whofe laudable 
exertions were extremely well feconded by the governors 
and inhabitants of the refpective provinces of Mailachufet’s 
Bay, Connecticut, New Hamphhire, and Rhode Ifland. 
he fleet, however, was not ready for fea til the mid- 
dle of September, by which time two thouTand land-forces 
beirz, with all the neceffary ftores and artillery, embarked 
‘on board ep ashe tran{ports, the commodore proceeded 
to fea, from Nantafket road, on the 18th of September. 
‘The Chefter was difpatched a few days before in order to 
{les the enemy from fending any Soop or reit 
forcements into Port Royal, afterwards called Annapolis, 
aagainft which important fetlement the expedition was 
rincipally deftined. ‘The armament arrived off Port 
oyal, and came to an anchor at the entrance of the jar- 
bour on the 24th. A council of war was convened that 
very evening, and the mode of attack arranged, which was 
carried into execution, and with the completeft fuccefs, on 
the morning of the 25th *.

James, of whom we are now to fpeak, having early 
manifefted an inclination for 2 nat fe, and pailed 
through the neceffary gradations of fervice, was, on the 
ad of April 1701, appointed captain of the Sorlings. Not 
Yong after the acceflion of queen Anne, he was promoted 
to'the Litchheld, of fifty guns; and being detached from 
the main flect, under fir George Rooke, to crnife in 
foundings, he fell in with and capwred, after a fmart 
adion, a French (hip of war mounting thirty-fix gunst, 
and a Jarge veffel, homeward-bound, from Martinico, 
carrying twenty guns, valued, according to fome authors, 
at forty thoufand pounds, both thefe veffels he brought 
into Spithead. 

He afterwards accompanied fir Cloudefley Shove! on 
his expedition to the Mediterranean, for the propofed re- 
Jief and fuccour of the Cevenois; and on his return from 
thence affifted captain, afterwards fir John Norris, in 
capturing the Hazard, a French fhip of war mounting

‘According to th eflom af tole timen, when the Englily ia

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-four guns. In the beginning of the year 1704, he 
wees to the aariand a the Boyne, of eighty 
guns. On the 7th of March, in the fame year, he was 
called up to the houfe of lords, by writ, by the title of 
lord Durfley, and was foon afterwards fent out, under fir 
Cloudefley Shovel, to reinforce the fleet already in the 
Streights, commanded by fir George Rooke. © At the 
ever memorable battle off Malaga, he was ftationed in the 
line as one of the feconds to fir John Leake, and behaved 
with the greateit gallantry, the Boyne having fuffered 
more than any fhip in the {quadron, except that of the ad- 
miral, fixty-nine of the crew being cither killed or defpé- 
rately wounded ; among the latter were the firft liews* 
tenant, the mafter, and the boatfwain. Lediard beftows 
the following pointed and particular commendation on 
his conduét upon this occafion. * Among the aétions of 
other brave commanders we mutt not forget thofe of the 
gallant lord Durfley, commander of the Boyne, an eighty 
gun fhip, who, though then but about twenty-three years 
of age, gave many memorable inftances of his undaunted 
courage, fteady refolution, and prudent conduct.” 

‘We do not find any particular mention made of his 
lordfhip’ after this time till the year 1706, when he com- 
manded the St. George, a fecond rate, one of the fleet 
fent to the Mediterranean, under fir Cloudefley Shovel. 
He continued under the fame admissl, and on the fame 
ftation, during the following year, and diftinguithed him- 
felf at the ficge of Toulon, in a way no lefs fingular than 
he had on every former occafion where an opportunity 
prefented itfelf. ‘The particulars of this tranfadtion are 
very modeftly related in the Gazette, No. 4361, where it 
is briefly ftated, as an article of intelligence from the camp 
at La Vallette, dated Auguft the gth, N.S. that “ The 
Jord Durfley, riding at anchor before one of the ifles of 
Hieres, on which were three forts, he furprifed the 
ftrongeft, and then fummoned the two others, which fur- 
tendered at difcretion.”” On his return to England with 
admiral Shovel, in the dfonth of O€ober following, he 
almoft miraculoufly efcaped being involved in the fame 
unhappy fate with him. His hip a€tually ftruck on the 
fame ridge of rocks with the Affotiation ; but the very 
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wave which beat over and deftroyed that noble fhip, pro- 
videntially fet the St. George afloat. 

On the 26th of January 1407-8, he was promoted, 
although at that time not more than twenty-feven years 
old, to be vice-admiral of the blue, which, it is 9s fingular 
as was his advancement to be an admiral at fo carly an 
age,was the frft appointment in that rank he ever received. 

faving hoifted his flag on board the Berwick, he was 
immediately appointed fecond, or, according to other ac~ 
counts, third incommand, under fir George Byng, of the 
fleet equipped {or the North Sea, to oppofe the French ar- 
mament fitted out at Dunkirk to firpport the caufe of the 

retender. ‘The moft prominent and remarkable tranfacti- 
pee ‘of this fuccefsful expedition * have been already related. 

‘The defigns of Louis the Fourteenth being buifled, the. 
ficet ses pk port about the end of March, and lord 
Durfley was foon afier this time appointed to command a 
Squadron in foundings. Being principally employed in 

corting fuch homeward-bound thips as he fell in with 
into port, and in proteéting, to a fafe latitude, all the dif 
ferent outward-bound ficets, he docs not appear ta have 
‘met with any extraordinary occurrence till the 26th of 
June. On that day he fell in'with three French fhips of 
war, mounting from forty to fifty guns ; but thefe veffels 
being juft come out of port, and perfeclly clean, while on 
the other hand, his own had for the moft part been long off 
the ground, and were very foul, the enemy made for their 
awn coaft, and were fortunate enough to cffeét their 
efcape. 

In the month of July he was diredted to put himfelf 
again under the orders of fir George Byng, who was in 
vefted with the chief command of a ftrong fquadron 
ardered to efcort a body of troops, ecastaanald by general 
Erle, which was intended to alarm the coal of Frarice, 
and, if poffible, induce the enemy to make fome confi- 
derable detachments from their army in Flanders. This 
armament failed from Spithead on the 27th of July, O.S, 
and came to anchor off Deal onshe 28th, at night. The 
tranfports and fhips of war being much crowded with 
troops, it was deemed expedient and proper to (hift fome. 
i IR itn aaa aE 
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of them into a number of cmpty tranfports, which ware 
then laying in the Downs. 

“This neceffary fervice being completed by the laft day 
of July, the fleet ftood over to the coaft of Picardy on the 
aft of Avgufl, and about noon came to an anchor in the 
bay of Belogoes i,t was immediately refolved to Ge : 

feint of landing the troops ; and accordingly, upon a fij 
being made at two o'clock in the Groen OF the ad the 
boats of the flect rendezyoufed near the fags, and every 
preparation was apparently made for carrying the above 
mentioned defign into execution. ‘The enemy, much 
terrified at the fuppofed impending attack; lined the fhore 
with large aptacineats of troops, Thefe ,threateniny 
Rrexavalmvol dally mode via diteieat parts wf the conte 
for upwards of a fortnight; even {mall bodies were occafi- 
onally put on thore, that the enemy might not be fed to 
flatter themfelves thele hoftile appearances were merely 
intended for that parade ncceflary to excite alarm. 
. By thistime it was difcovercd that the enemy had taken 
fuch precautions to ftrengthen and fortify themfelves, that 
no real or effeGlua] impreffion could be made without 
hazarding a lofs, to which even: fuccefs would not be 
equivalent : and, moreover, the principal.inteation of the 
expedition, which was to compel the French to detach 
from their army in Flanders, and permit the duke of 
Marlborough to carry on the fiege of Lifle unmolefted, 
being effected, lord Durfley parted from the fleet on the 
16th; with the Orford, of feventy guns, bearing his flag, 
fix: other thips of the line, and forne frigates, with orders 
to cruife in foundings. The want of ftores and pro- 
vifions, as well as the foulnefs of his fhips, compelled 
him, after 2 few days cruifc, to put into Pyaouby fo 
that nothing farther was effected y the force under his 
edmmand, than the capture of a French merchaat-thip 
bound to Placentia, which was taken by the Salifbury. 

Every expedition being ufed to refit the {quadron, his 
lorcthip failed from Plyarouth on the 28th of September 
with five fhips of two decks and fome frigates. He was 
joined on the following day by the Hampthire, of fifty 
guns, which being ready beforothe other hips, had beea 
fent out to-cruife, but had novother fuocefs than that of 
capturing a fmail French privgteer. This Tauatron cons 
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
